T ere is an old saw that runs: 
“When is a door not a door?” and the 
answer is: “When it’s a doorknob.” 

Admittedly, it doesn’t make sense but 
then, it isn’t supposed to. It is, however, 
quite apt for the present purpose of 
paraphrasing and our version might 
read: “When is a possible presidential 
candidate not a candidate?’ Answer: 
“When he is General Eisenhower!” Thus 
far, the situation seems to be summed 
up. But we are living in days of swift- 
moving events and sudden changes. The 
policies of nations and individuals alter 
over night. The pressure of the times 
force actions and reactions that normal- 
ly would not be entertained as “‘the stars 
in their courses” set the stage whereon 
humanity, in its ever upward evolution- 
ary spiral enacts its drama and, through 
experience, gains wisdom. 

Let :t be understood at the outset, that 
the empirical science and philosophy of 
astrology is in no way fatalistic nor pre- 
destined. The Will of the individual re- 
mains forever sovereign. Astrological in- 
terpretation, however, is a process of 
logical deductions based upon the study 
of influences at work, separate and com- 
bined, in the complete constitution of the 
human being, physical, mental and spir- 
itual. The planetary configurations do 
not compel a person to anything. They 
do provide the conditions and openings 
for a persom to perform according to 
his basic star nature as it acts and reacts 
under the currert aspects.

a courageous man, whose record is of 
deeds of bravery, is not likely to cower 
before a yapping poodle or a more for- 
midable danger even if the planetary in- 
fluences test him severely. But there is 
nothing in astrology that says he cannot 
cower if he so desires. It is merely in- 
congruous and illogical by his birth chart, 
that he would cower, therefore, it is a 
sane logical deduction to assume he will 
not cower. Thus when applying astrology 
to political situations and individuals, 
there is no passing of final judgment, no 
prescribing fiat. concerning the fate or 
action of men or political parties. It is « 
review of the forces at work at a specific 
time upon a specific situation or indi- 
vidual and the consideration that these 
same forces will, empirically, tend to 
manifest in certain ways according to 
the basic horoscope of the situation or 
individual. With this as the premise of 
what follows, what then is the astro- 
logical outlook for America’s most be- 
loved five star General? Where and how 
does he stand according to his own in- 
clinations, high ideals and planetary set- 
up? 

On the surface the question is not 
simple, especially as the General’s own 
opinions have been labeled by him “Top 
Secret.” Press accounts describe him as 
being “born a Republican.” This, in a 
monarchy, might mean something. Actu- 
ally in a democracy it means little or 
nothing for voters, not to speak of po- 
litical aspirants themselves, can be inde-

pendent regarding their consecutive party 
affiliations. Is Eisenhower a Republican 
or Democrat? 

Abilene, Kansas, has been the Gen- 
eral’s legal residence for most of his life. 
Yet to heighten the mystery, the County 
Clerk’s records show that “Ike” has 
never cast an Absentee Ballot in thirty 
years, which certainly adds to the clue- 
less situation. More, the General’s 75- 
hour November visit to the U.S.A. did 
nothing further to clear up the situation 
despite the pages that were printed pro 
and con. Without doubt, Eisenhower 
himself is as plagued by political ques- 
tion marks, both personally and political- 
ly, as are the Democrats and Repub- 
licans. But of one thing we may be sure,

his sense of humor, afforded him by his 
radical grand air trine of Mercury, Jupi- 
ter and Neptune, help him to see the 
situation in relief—a most valuable asset! 
And the complete horoscope of the Gen- 
eral does throw considerable light on the 
whys and wherefors of his present posi- 
tion. 

With the radical Sun, Uranus and the 
Moon combust in Aquarius, Eisenhower 
is no conformist. This star picture ac- 
curately describes him as a high level 
American type. He is not a man to hesi- 
tate to do that which the moment dic- 
tates to be right and this with no thought 
of expediency involved. Moreover, the 
air trine gives him an extraordinarily 
keen sense of timing, a sense most es- 
sential to a soldier. Saturn in mercurial 
Virgo, just over the ascendant in the 
twelfth house, gives him a strong sense 
of duty and an all but oppressive sense 
of responsibility. And while the man 
talks easily and winningly, due to the 
air trine, nevértheless, with this twelfth 
house Saturn, you may be sure that Gen- 
eral Eisenhower not only keeps his own 
counsel, troubles and state secrets, but 
that he thinks them out with great seri- 
ousness. He is not one to let the passing 
excitements sway his innate judgment. 
At the same time, he can and does join 
in these same excitements with full heart. 
It is for these reasons that “Ike” is, in 
his present post and as top liaison with 
Atlantic Pact officials, the perfect am- 
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bassador. He has charm, wit and sin- 
cerity. He is able to make instantaneous 
and ingenius decisions. His decisions are 
serious and forceful and at the same 
time solid. Is it any wonder that this 
man has become the American ideal? 
With his Libran planets trining the 
U. S. ascendant and Mars and his North 
Node nearby, he has the respect of the 
people and of both political parties as 
well. Where then, if any, is the riddle? 
The answer is seen in Eisenhower as a 
man, a personality on the USA plane- 
tary picture and finally as a configura- 
tion on the star set of the times. 

With radical Venus in Sagittarius, the 
General is both an idealist and a good 
mixer. But this Venus is within orb of 
the square to powerful Saturn, so that 
the man’s personal choices, pleasures, 
comforts and desires are always subject 
to stern duty. It is here that the key to 
the presidential candidacy question lies. 
Astrologically speaking, Eisenhower, the 
man, as against the public figure, does 
not appear to want the over-burdening 
job of being president. But as he has 
radical Mars in ambitious Capricorn, 
trine to his sensitive Saturn, he has both 
the ambition and the force for steady 
powerful concerted work and action. He 
is not afraid of “tough” assignments. 

His radical Mercury in Libra is sex- 
tile to his Sagittarius Venus and of 
course, trine to his Aquarius Jupiter, 
giving him an appreciation of dignity 
and a discriimnative judgment which has 
enabled him to handle situations, par- 
ticularly the present political one, with 
tact and good will. His radical Venus, 
however, is opposition to both Neptune 
and Pluto and this, combined with the 
Mercury-Jupiter trine, makes the man 
quick to sense and sensitive to, his own 
standing and reputation. A Libra native, 
when positive as is Eisenhower, is ever 
well balanced and able to weigh matters. 
But all Libra people have a need for 
harmony in their surroundings. The Gen- 
eral, to date, has never met public criti- 
cism. He has been acclaimed and pro- 
claimed; showered with public honors 
and affection; respected and admired. 
But a political campaign is no glamorous 
hero’s march to assured honors. A po- 
litical campaign is but the beginning of 
a fight. And while certainly no one could 





dream of Eisenhower turning his back 
on a fight, he is not likely, nevertheless, 
to jeopardize his good name in a mud- 
slinging scramble for personal position 
as top man. It is not in keeping with the 
Mercury sextile Venus and trine Jupiter 
sense of dignity. Eisenhower has worked 
and fought long and hard to earn his 
good name. 


Consensus of the Press 


The consensus of the press is that the 
General would accept the nomination if 
he felt there were an honest and whole- 
hearted demand for him and if the 
chances were clean-cut of inside political 
deals. And this consensus has star sup- 
port. Thus his sense of timing and his 
sensitiveness to his reputation must be 
highly attuned during this interum period 
before the July conventions. And true 
to his radical conjunction of unpredicta- 
ble and dynamic Uranus to the change- 
able Moon, Eisenhower is quite capable 
of a sudden reversal of his stand or an 
equally sudden confirmation of it. This 
is a star point not to be forgotten. The 
General is no fool, neither is he coyly 
waiting to be urged. And were the Gen- 
eral to become president, he would re- 
main his innately genial self but many 
a political faction would have a severe 
shock if they assumed his consent to po- 
litical strategems or spoils. He is a man 
both highly principled and ambitious. 
And for all his ability to blend his ac- 
tions with the needs of the times, he is 
an individualist plus, In deference to his 


, Army training, he will knuckle under to 


command in the performance of duty, 
but outside of his soldier’s: sphere of 
necessity and tradition, he is not one to 
try to compel. So if Eisenhower decided 
to be a candidate, he will announce this 
intention at what he considers the right 
moment and not before. And until this 
moment arrives, there is no need for 
him to jump the gun, as his Libra bal- 
ance proclaims. Meanwhile, as a soldier, 
he is not going to sally forth to battle 
before he has looked over the ground, 
measured the obstacles and checked his 
ammunition, 

Eisenhower’s conduct, up to this No- 
vember writing is, in short, exactly what 
you would expect of his stars, well con- 
tained, pleasant, yet wary. And to date 
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there is yet no need for him to announce 
his intentions one way or another, it is 
still too early in the game. By January, 
when “Kansas Day” rolls round . and 
when that State has scheduled some spe- 
cial honors for her native son, the 
Aquarian transits trining Eisenhower's 
radical Libra planets and conjuncting 
Jupiter and also his progressed Moon, 
Jupiter and Mars in Aquarius, will stir 
up much favorable publicity and political 
action around the man. During January 
too, New Hampshire files its names of 
candidates at its Presidential Preference 
primary and then more “Eisenhower for 
President” action may be expected. This 
is the primary that will afford the Gen- 
eral the opportunity of demanding a 
withdrawal of his name, if the situation 
then makes that seem best; or it will 
enable him to let this unsought position 
ride, thus indirectly announcing that he 
is a contestant in the political race. If 
Eisenhower does anything at all, it is 
likely that he will take this indirect 
method of being “drafted” in good old 
army style. 

But whether drafted into the job or by 
seeking it, if Eisenhower does run, he 
will have a strange set of political cir- 
cumstances with which to contend. There 
is a deep rooted objection in this country 
to a military man being president. There 
are today equally strong reasons to off- 
set this objection. Chief of these are that 
in such currently crucial times, a military 
man at the helm of state would com- 
mand respect from foreign governments 
built upon dictatorship and aggression. 
Indeed, this very foreign situation could 
easily be a boomerang to possible Eisen- 
hower political action in that they might 
demand that he remain at his present 
post and thus preclude the man from any 
domestic political involvement at all. And 
were Eisenhower to jump the gun and 
proclaim Republican party affiliations, 
(or even Democratic affiliations as per 
the exploded Truman-help rumors), it is 
fairly certain that before he was relieved 
of his present position he would be 
“drafted” none too gently by the present 
Democrats to carry on at the European 
job. This would be a command which he 
could scarcely refuse since it is not in 
him to shirk duty. More, if he tried to 
do so, he would arouse much public 
opinion against him. It is a “damned if 
you do and damned if you don’t” situa- 





tion, Of all of this, General Eisenhower, 
as one of the Army’s and the nation’s 
top men, is well aware. 

But such adverse political pressure 
would not be the only factor. Were 
Eisenhower to announce his “availability” 
he would have General McArthur dead 
against him in any political attempt. This 
opposition, though somewhat subtle to 
the public, would be none the less power- 
ful. 

The Army is still a close knit system 
of protocol. And a man who has had a 
long and high military career cannot drop 
his associates and the system by which 
he achieved prominence, with impunity. 
General MacArtur (Jan. 26, 1880, Little 
Rock, Ark.) as an Aquarian, is by star 
nature sympathetic to Eisenhower’s Libra 
character as well as to Eisenhower's 
good fortune, power and personal feel- 
ings (Gemini North Node, Neptune and 
Pluto). But MacArthur’s Virgo Uranus 
is nearly conjunct Eisenhower’s Saturn, 
giving’ MacArthur, by planetary force, 
the upper hand where Eisenhower’s ne- 
cessity to conform to duty is concerned. 
Were Eisenhower to decide to buck this 
underlying state of affairs, he would have 
a tremendous number of western voters 
against him, not only because of Mac- 
Arthur’s popularity in that section of the 
country, but because of the West’s tra- 
ditional disapproval of European alliances 
for this country. 

This Western voting-potential is curi- 
ously connected with other political in- 
fluences in this country with which any 
aspiring candidate, regardless of party, 
must contend; namely, Eastern versus 
Western Republicanism. This cleavage 
is growing wider today than the tra- 
ditional one between the Northern and 
Southern Democrats. Briefly and per- 
haps somewhat over-simplified, the East- 
ern brand of Republicanism supports a 
policy of European cooperation, while 
the Western Republicanism ever has an 
eye, understandably, toward Asia. 

Eisenhower, as a native mid-western- 
er would be reasonably politically com- 
fortable in the midst of all this, were it 
not for the fact that his greatest glory 
and career honors have been built upon 
a European policy endeavor. 


Senator Duff 


James Duff, Republican Senator from 
Pennsylvania, is one of the “Eisenhower 
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for President” great supporters and a 
figurative political rallying point. He is 
working on the assumption that Eisen- 
hower will run when the time for a 
stand comes. Meanwhile, Duff works 
quietly, and for Senator Duff, with un- 
usual self-contained calm, awaiting the 
moment for concerted action. 

Oddly enough (?) Senator Duff is 
also an Aquarian native (Jan. 21, 1883, 
Carnegie, Pa.) and so is, like Mac- 
Arthur, most sympathetic toward Eisen- 
hower’s star-nature only more so, inas- 
much as his chart forms many more 
harmonizing aspects with Eisenhower's 
than does MacArthur’s. Thus we are 
star-assured of Duff's political efforts to 
draft Eisenhower, as well as his will to 
work in this direction. The Senator, 
however, has not by any means the Re- 
publican Party’s full support and cer- 
tainly is “out of favor” with many of 
the Old Guard. Is then, such Senatorial 
support enough? 

Let us project the Eisenhower situa- 
tion in star-time, as viewed by the Gen- 
eral’s progressed horoscope. It is inter- 
esting to note that General Eisenhower's 
progressed ascendant of five degrees of 
Scorpio is close to the U. S. progressed 
ascendant of 12 Scorpio, thus putting 
the man very much to the fore in this 
country this year. But—on the U. S. 
progressed chart, Eisenhower’s ascend- 
ant falls in the 12th house, so that the 
country is more important to the man 
than the man is to the country in this 
over-all respect. 

Eisenhower’s progressed twelfth house 
Uranus is zero degrees of Scorpio, near 
conjunct the U. S. Saturr in one degree 
of Scorpio, indicative of the tremendous 
activities of progressive Uranus support- 
ing him despite the heavy hand of Con- 
servative Saturn powers, going on be- 
hind the scenes of the government and 
of the life of the country. These planets 
do not make a happy combination unless 
they are attuned by all but superhuman 
understanding of their opposite forces, 
an understanding which political party 
bias cannot admit possible. 

Meanwhile, transiting Saturn is now 
still trining Eisenhower’s progressed 
Aquarian Jupiter and applying to the 
trine of his Progressed Mars; while 


transiting Jupiter also sextiles these 
planets, which certainly should support 
the General in the midst of things as far 
as the behind-the-scenes preliminaries 
are concerned. 

But transiting Saturn makes three 
consecutive squares to this transiting 
Uranus, in December, 1951, April and 
October of 1952. And these transits act- 
ing on so wide a scene as the U. S. na- 
tional political one, could mean almost 
anything in the way of breaking up old 
associations, parties and political poli- 
cies and factions. This in turn bids fair 
to bring a new alignment in both Demo- 
cratic and Republican camps. And from 
Eisenhower's progressed chart and tran- 
siting Uranus’ ninth house position 
there, it seems most probable that duty 
(Saturn) will compel him to stick by 
his present job in foreign countries and 
affairs as indicated by the ninth house. 

Meanwhile, when it is considered that 
transiting Neptune is also applying to 
the trine of Eisenhower’s . progressed 
Mars, it is scarcely to be wondered at 
that the General’s stand (Mars) remains 
a mystery! The interesting thing about 
this aspect is that Neptune continues to 
transit from 21 to 23 degrees of Libra 
during 1952, so that it will continue to 
cast mystery over the General's position 
unless or until transiting Uranus ex 
plodes the possible political line - ups 
which in turn, effects the General po- 
litically. Indeed, General Eisenhower's 
position, even beyond the election, could 
stil remain a mystery to the public eye. 

Important is the fact that Eisenhower's 
progressed Sun in Sagittarius is square 
to the U. S. progressed Neptune in his 
eleventh house of friends, while his own 
progressed Saturn in 17 degrees of 
Virgo also squares his progressed Part 
of Fortune and Sun. It would seem that 
while the General's own personal friends 
and more intimate political supporters 
stand by him (transiting Saturn trine 
progressed Jupiter and Mars in the 
fourth), party politics, Republican or 
Democratic, could give him a Neptunian 
go-by such as “kicking him up-stairs” 
in Europe and keeping him there, out of 
the running at home. This possibility 
would not be a matter of personal an- 
tagonisms but impersonal political ex- 
pediency. 
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During the interval from now until 
Election day in 1952, Eisenhower’s pro- 
gressed Mercury in Capricorn is near 
conjoining the U. S. progressed Mercury 
and Sun, indicating that the man’s work 
continues to be of importance to the 
press communications and the present 
heads of government. Still, most of the 
General’s progressed planets are below 
the horizon, thus they do not have ob- 
jective importance. Curiously, Eisen- 
hower’s progressed Moon and Jupiter 
are conjunct the U. S. progressed Venus 
and trine the U. S. progressed Mars and 
Uranus. Under this aspect, Eisenhower 
certainly will continue to hold the atten- 
tion and the love and sympathy of the 
people and the press, and much national 
activity continues to center around him, 
perhaps due to unexpected world condi- 
tions rather than to domestic issues. 

Certainly with Eisenhower’s radical 
North Node high on the midheaven, 
conjunct the U. S. radical Mars, the 
nation will win any war with Eisenhower 
in command. More, there is a nodal 
destined hue to this combination for this 
“point wheer things happen” is a vital 
one. And should we need another war 
president, Eisenhower might then have 
a special mission in our country’s his- 
tory, a mission, however, not evident 
from his own planets. For although 
Eisenhower’s radical Sun is trine the 
U. S. ascendant and Mars and the U. S. 
radical Moon, his radical Saturn is not 
only square his own North Node, but 
the U. S. Mars and Ascendant, and his 
radical Mercury is square the U. S. 
sensitive Venus and Jupiter, though his 
Jupiter does trine them. Finally, Eisen- 
hower’s own radical Venus opposes the 
U. S. Uranus and his radical Mars op- 
poses the U. S. Sun. To be sure, an 
opposition is an opportunity to balance 
forces and issues, but in so large a situa- 
tion as American politics, it will require 
a great deal of balancing indeed to attain 
adjusted and harmonious results. 

That the links between the man and his 
country are many, is without question 
true. But it is also true that Eisenhower's 
birth planets and their connection with 
the U.S. positions are not conclusively 
outstanding as seems requisite of this 
political high pressure times. 

The transits on Election Day, Novem- 
ber 4th, 1952, are heavy over the Gen- 
eral’s birth chart. For although the 


transiting Sun is near his ascendant and 
the Moon trines his Libra planets and 
Aquarian Jupiter from Gemini, his mid- 
heaven, the major planets are not as 
favorable. Transiting Uranus is near a 
square to Eisenhower’s Sun, while Saturn 
is all but conjoined his Sun, indicating 
an upset and a negation. At the same 
time, transiting Neptune is also near 
conjunct Eisenhower’s Uranus and 
Moon, which could indeed put him 
glamorously and dynamically before the 
public but not, in this writer’s opinion, 
as president, especially in view of the 
planetary pressure on his Sun from 
transiting Saturn. In early 1952, too, 
transiting Jupiter is opposing General 
Eisenhower’s Libran combust and squar- 
ing his Mars, all of which could, of 
course, be a health aspect or an opposi- 
tion from either or both contending po- 
litical parties. Certain it is that the just- 
ly beloved “Ike” will have to watch all 
his “ps and qs” as 1952 progresses, for 
the drama shaping up is one of hero’s 
mettle indeed. 

Considering all these various star and 
political factions, the balance seems to 
be against General Eisenhower running 
for the presidency at all. Yet the chances 
of his making a bid, probably by silent 
consent, for the candidacy are, plane- 
tarily speaking, much better. But by 
convention time, this coming July, it 
would seem that the General will have 
many personal reasons for withdrawing 
from the contest. 

“The natures and dispositions of men 
are, not without truth, distinguished from 
the predominances of the planets,” wrote 
Sir Francis Bacon. This is a statement 
which all astrologically minded people 
will find of deep and intriguing interest 
and perhaps never more so, than when 
contemplating the Dwight Eisenhower 
picture against the U. S. national scene 
for 1952.

AN umerological Analysis 


For the benefit of those readers of 
American Astrology who have followed 
these yearly analyses since 1944 the fol- 
lowing technical information is offered. 

Involved in the composition of the cal- 
endar year of 1952 is the Century No. 1 
arrived at by the addition ot the 1 and 9 
of the 1900's: The Decade number, re- 
peated each year of the 1950’s, which ts 
No. 5; the End Number, viz the 2 of 
1952. Finally, there is the Universal year 
vibration or the vibration shared by all 
nations and populations that employ the 
current calendar as a time device for the 
operation of daily living, — 

The Century No. 1 which is to con- 
tinue reversing older traditional trends, 
former economies, codes of ethics, mor- 
als, culture and social, educational, re- 
ligious loyalities, created for civilization 
as far back as the 11th Century, has 
turned the half-way mark and with 1951 
has finished its first year toward the cul- 
mination in the 1990's. 

The «Decade number of 5, nine. years 
of the most drastic change, in social, in- 
dustrial, economic forms, is passing into 
its second year of effect toward the ma- 
terial and social experience of all the 
Eastern and Western peoples. 

This Decade No. 5 is Uranian in its 
nature. It represents a silent manifesta- 
tion of cosmic rhythm moving into re- 
lation with modern extremes of old world 
materialism; a theme which, not under- 
stood by either present day leadership or 
the Peoples themselves, is establishing a 
pattern for a new level of civilization. 

The fact that all the current products 
of the laboratory, the latest inventions 
and improvements in the technological 
field, are cornered exclusively by the v-

tary superiority, is quite a natural reflec- 
tion of socialistic, totalitarian trends at 
large in every civilized country today. 

There is an advantage in this monopoly 
of impersonal science and its products 
for personal, limited, greedy and destruc- 
tive ends. It hastens the final self- 
destruction of world-wide social, economic 
and political trends based upon the delu- 
sion that a better world, with better 
people, is possible only by a distribution 
of money or work, by a regimented Wel- 
fare State. More money in the pocket to 
be more greatly taxed for government 
expenditures, which, even by the demo- 
cratic free elections, cannot be objected 
to nationally until after they are made, 
is really social in-security. 

The level of pure science is not that 
of human ability, average thought, of 
man’s desire for power, or authority over 
his fellows. While submitting its creations 
and its application in many techniques to 
a prevalent pattern of materialistic ex- 
Pression, Science reaches far beyond, to 
an Order that, established upon more 
universal rhythms, make possible a society 
that has outgrown the limited sense 
values of any past or present time in 
human experience. 

It is this regenerative, unconventional, 
physically impossible theme of Science 
that is being exposed during this Decade 
of 5. It started at thé beginning of the’ 
Century, sending its young shoots to 
push aside the earth of years of old 
world custom, tradition and authority, in 
religion, government, economy, politics 
and social relationships. At that time it 
was an inferior, an upstart, frowned upon 
and scoffed at, until the material greed 
of profit seekers gambled upon it. In the 
so-called New World of America as well 
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as in Europe, the claims and the applica- 
tions of science were only admitted for 
what they could contribute to things as 
they were, to the status-quo. Science was 
not welcomed, except by the few of 
vision, as perhaps something that would 
set a new pattern for human society. 

Today, in our Modern world, which 
the United States is attempting to lead 
with a “jam-session” of old European 
tunes, in religious, political, industrial 
and economic scores, science is still not 
accepted in its full significance. Its cos- 
mic theme will completely change the 
pattern of human life on earth; will 
release the Peoples from the chains of 
nationalism, of political, industrial, eco- 
nomic domination by predatory leader- 
ship, and ensure a true freedom for in- 
dividual men and women by an education 
of the extra-sensory as well as the sen- 
sory powers. Its discovery of man and 
development of the whole children of 
future generations, the mental and spirit- 
ual as well as the physical and social, can 
be guaranteed. 

Today, in our modern world, Science 
is becoming the authority, and the old 
world traditional authorities which sought 
to make it their slave, are in an inferior 
position to it, being forced to change 
technical, economic, cultural and social 
values to meet its rapid progress. 

Ultimately Science will force human 
society and its leaders to accept the world 
peace which governments of old world 
political, nationalistic, economic loyalties 
are seeking to fight for. It will face soci- 
ety with the alternative of self-annihila- 
tion and, as governments can no longer 
direct the thought and action of the Peo- 
ple to support with their lives and their 
resources, schemes for old _ fashioned 
wholesale war, for material advantage, 
science will make essential the develop- 
ment of a time of peace, that unlike those 
of the past three hundred years, will not 
be simply a cessation of fighting, a time 
between the last war to prepare for the 
next. 

No amount of wishful thinking, or old 
world idealism that would suddenly af- 
fect both the older and younger members 
of modern society, can bring about a 
rebirth in mass thinking, of unselfishness, 
self discipline, discrimination, responsi- 
bility, or make our people in true demo- 


There is nevera 
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cratic spirit, grasp the thought and prac- 
tice of humanity and fellowship in their 
private, social and public living. Any in- 
dividual.over forty years of age, having 
experienced the lowering of social reac- 
tion, of public and private ethics afte 
both World War I and World War IT, 
would be hard to convince that World 
War III, with the assistance of two gen- 
erations encouraged in extroversion, could 
miraculously bring any Peace on earth 
or goodwill between men as 4 broad social 
experience. 

Science has never followed any norm 
in human thinking and so it is on the 
workers and thinkers in the field of pure 
science that surmounts the limitations and 
obstructions of many physical techniques, 
and can proceed to discovery in the field 
of human as well as physical nature, that 
the hope of a better world rests. It is the 
purpose of this present Decade of 5, 
1949 to 1960, to make this prediction a 
matter of common knowledge even though 
its realization may await another Century. 

In any analysis of events that have an 
everyday bearing upon the developments 
of any year, there are three measurements 
which must be considered numerologic- 
ally. These are, the End No., in 1952, a 2; 
the addition of the Decade and the End 
Number as 52, 5 plus 2 equalling 7, and 
then finally, the Universal year Vibration, 
which is arrived at by the addition of all 
the numbers in the calendar year, as, 
1+9+5+2 equals 17, or 1 plus 7, which 
is 8. 

Year of Presidential Election 

Although 1952 is a year ~t a Presiden- 
tial Election in the U.S.A., this event 
will really not take place, in numerological 
terms, until 1952 reaches its peak’ ( Sept.- 
Nov.), nor will its effect be experienced 
in the national scene until the entirely 
different vibrations of 1953 

The End Number of the year, 2, will 
tell something of the nature of the prep- 
arations for the Event, as well as the 
methods for ensuring a continuance of 
Power to the present administration. It 
should also indicate something of the way 
that public opinion responds to the politi- 
cal campaigns of both Parties, which, for 
largely traditional and sentimental rea- 
sons, retain different titles although being 
unable to change or reverse too much of 
the national trends in many directions. 
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Two is the number of money, obedi- 
ence, regimentation—a common non-en- 
tity—seemingly just the measurement of 
socialism, of a more complete effort to 
produce a Welfare State in which private 
and corporate interests have more money, 
which in turn becomes immediately tax- 
able; where ultimately there is little in- 


dependent thought or action possible to: 


any individual, independent of govern- 
ment correction or supervision. It is the 
number of equality, like “freedom,” a 
high sounding word, which has little to 
do with any theory of equal distribution 
of material resources to all people with- 
out regard to anything but their physical 
existence. 

In our present Society, this theme had 
a rebirth with the N.R.A. of 1934; the 
F.D.R. administration and its develop- 
ments from 1940 to 1950 (The Decade 
No, 4). 

In public reaction to Washington, to 
the action of Congress as well as direct 
Truman policies, there is noted in 1950 
and 1951, a growing criticism, and popu- 
lar disapproval. This resistance, which 
the social, economic and industrial phases 
of regimentation of the forties has been 


rdnning into, would be numerologically 
traceable to the presence of the No. 5 
decade. This is an influence toward re- 
bellion, independent thought, and sudden 
reversal of public favor. The exact oppo- 
sition of it to the End Number 2, of 


accent on money, taxation, welfare, 
bureaucracy, is at a high point with this 
year of 1952, and highlights a main 
issue on which the Campaign will be 
fought, one that will outdistance partly, 
if not completely that of American For- 
eign Policy. 

1951, a Universal year vibration of 7, 
a time for internal, secret upheaval with- 
in Nations rather than for actual War- 
fare, passed without the actual beginning 
of World War III. 

1952, by Numerology, would again not 
be given as a year for the start of such 
a War although the prospect comes much 
nearer. The Domestic scene should take 
precedence over the foreign affairs, al- 
though No. 8, being a number of Mars 
and military force,.ensures that broader 
preparations and expenditures toward 
war will proceed. 

The replacement of the Universal Year 
No. 7 of 1951 by that of 1952-8, prom- 
ises_ the lessening of the destructive 


fear psychology regarding national safety 
which has been the keynote of Washing- 
ton propaganda in preparing for war, 
since the Summer of 1950. Instead, look 
for the effort to rally public opinion 
around the belief that the present mili- 
tary and financial power of the Nation, 
which has been the result of the policies 
of the present Administration, is pre- 
senting such a formiidable front that 
maybe World War III has been pre- 
ented. 

Atomic'science and its developments, 
with the direction of the 5 Decade, will 
pass into progressed stages of techno- 
logical trial and error; for here, as in 
some other angles of natural science for 
releasing hidden powers for human use, 
there will be no completely new discovery 
until 1954. 

On the public scene there will be many 
more wholesale exposures of graft, de- 
ceit and greed in high places. These ex- 
posures which are more limited to the 
field of money and politics, than to crime 
and gambling as in 1951, are always to 
be expected when a No. 7 year of mys- 
tery—1951—-gives way to one of vested 
authority, organized and traditional jus- 
tice, such as an 8 year, 1952. 

The mystery, undercurrent elements, 
more on the surface of public life in 
1951, have in 1952 retired to a more 
shadowy position; the limelight is on 
those individuals and their manipulations 
who are not such little unknown or under- 
ground characters. 

While considering 1952 with its pros- 
pects for the real start of the next world 
war, there are some times when organized 
fear, political ambition, exchanges be- 
tween the Western Allies, between Rus- 
sia and one or other of the Atlantic pact 
nations could produce touchy situations. 
Some of these times are January 15th 
through February 23rd and May 23rd to 
July 25th. 


Pre-election Items 


Predictions regarding the 1952 Presi- 
dential Election must be left for calcula- 
tions more possible, when all the factors 
are before the public. 

As noted in a previous article, an in- 
teresting phase of the Democratic cam- 
paign will be the process by which Harry 
S. Truman will be relieved of the need 
of seeking re-nomination and the decision 
upon a substitute, who will be of a type, 
not to carry on as H.S.T. was elected to 
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do, i.e. the well entrenched policies of a 
strong man, F.D.R., but temporarily to 
soft pedal on present welfare and social- 
istic trends. The influence of a change to 
the Right is in the air—it has been since 
the shadow of 1952’s No. 3 moved into 
the picture from the 23rd of September 
1951. The British Election. was the first 
reflection of that in political directions 
generally known by every one. 
Business Trends 

As 1951 is changing to 1952, general 
conversation is toward the opfnion that 
business is “very bad.” Under present 
conditions, further depressed by National 
policies, the position and prospect of any- 
thing but Big Business is somewhat 
gloomy. 

From the angle of Number calculation, 
the prediction was made by the writer 
some time ago that 1951 was slated for 
a Depression year, one that would follow 
different lines of expression, but never- 


theless one that would lead to depression 
and to scarcity of sales in many angles of 
everyday merchandise and commercial 
fields. It is well to recall this calculation, 
as it inclines to the belief that in the 
months of October, November and De- 
cember, of 1951, the only evidences at 
hand in business are those of. a “Depres- 
sion year.” 

No! Calculations into 1952 would show 
that the fabulous, irresponsible, expedient, 
credit brand of our National economy 
can stand one more year of inflationary 
experience which will put on all the 
show of a better all-round business year. 

The balloons of war and inflation will 
not burst for awhile; in fact with some 
political upset possible, they may be kept 
flying with a new wave of excitement, 
while Washington continues to assure the 
Nation that it is trying to keep both War 
and Inflation from reaching the danger 
point.

ASTROLOGICAL PROBLEMS 


SOLAR HOROSCOPES, Etc.,,—A talk given 
by Paul G. Clancy, Editor of American 
Astrology, April 24, 1949, at the annual 
luncheon of the Astrological Guild of Amer- 
ica, Hotel McAlpin, New York City. 


‘Tepe is often a question in the 
minds of the public and also of astrologers 
regarding the relative value of what is 
sometimes called a solar horoscope and a 
horoscope for the exact minute of birth. 
Very few people do know their exact 
birth time. There is a tendency on the 
part of astrologers to discard the solar 
pattern entirely, discounting completely 
its undeniable value, at least, as a guide 
for individuals born within the same 
solar pattern. Of course, in a publica- 
tion that is for the general public and 
is intended to meet the average needs of 
the average person, it would not be pos- 
sible to deal with each individual. But the 
difference between the solar (zodiacal) 
pattern and the house pattern (for the 
exact moment of birth) js not a basic 
difference, and therefore not fundamen- 
tally so great as one might think. 

The solar pattern, we might say, re- 
veals the hereditary trend, or the pattern, 
of the individual, and that is the same 
for all people born within that planetary 
(zodiacal) pattern. In other words, there 
are certain potentials which are well de- 
fined within the limits of that pattern. 

On the other hand, the house positions 
of the planets may be said to define the 
environmental pattern: the personality is 
the result of the action and reaction of 
one upon and to the other. 


I do not hold with the “Behavorists” 
who believe that environment is every- 
thing. It is true that as the twig is bent, 
so grows the tree—but you cannot by 
training or environment change the spe- 
cies. That is, you cannot change a peach 
tree into a pear tree. The most one can 
accomplish by training is to build a con- 
structive habit-pattern through, and by, 
which the inherited tendencies may find 
expression. It is thus that what we call 
“character” is built. But the inherited ten- 
dencies will always be there as basic 
principles of conduct—the frame-work 
upon which the character (habit) pattern 
is built. 

As the bricks and plaster of a house 
to the frame-work of timbers and gir- 
ders, or the flesh, blood and vital organs 
of the bodv to the bony structure, so is 
the house pattern to the solar pattern. 
By the same token the temporary per- 
sonality (personal traits and tempera- 
ment) is to the established character 
habits as a suit of clothes to the body, 
the incentive to or objective of whatever 
action may be taken, Thus, if you want 
to know how and to what extent the 
basic inherited character trends as re- 
vealed by the sign position have been 
modified or redirected by early en- 
vironmental influences, we will have to 
have the hour of birth. By the same 
token, an election chart for a major 
change of environment in later life can 
provide a measure of the potential effect 
of that new environment upon the in- 
dividual. An apt analogy can be found 
in chemistry. Let us consider the acid, 
the base and the salt: I would compare the 
solar pattern to the acid, the environmen- 
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tal pattern to the base, and the resultant 
personality to the salt. We know that the 
same “acid” (solar pattern) may provide 
a great variety of “salts” (personalities) 
all with distinct properties when reacting 
to various “bases” (environments), but 
when a person reads a horoscope he must 
necessarily pay a great deal of attention 
to the zodiacal pattern, for here is the 
foundation of life,—the mainsprings of 
(motives for) action, thought and feel- 
ing, the dominant instinct, the funda- 
mental urge or tendency to act. 


The strange fact is that environment 
can actually change the (end results’ 
event potential of the mutual planetary 
(zodiacal) aspects by providing a new 
Mundane pattern of aspects between the 
planets, according to their house posi- 
tions. Taking a certain birth chart with 
Mars square Venus, you can so alter the 
house position by a change of environ- 
ment as to create a (mundane) trine. 
This would simply mean that all the 
inherited force or energy of the basic 
square would find harmonious (trine) 
expression in that environment. How- 
ever, since this would involve a de- 
velopment of an aptitude that is not in- 
stinctive, it would take time and come 
to fulfilment by a process of growth—a 
corresponding habit pattern would have 
to be constructed. 


(A question and discussion pertod fol- 


lowed. Mrs. Fleischer at this time 
thanked Mr. Clancy in behalf of the 
Guild for his financial help in the past.) 


A brief discussion on rectification of 
charts followed in which Mr. Clancy 
stated that rectification can be based on 
the progressed Moon of the mother. Mr. 
Clancy said that in getting the progressed, 
Moon of the mother, he found that the 
Moon taken from the ephemeris for the 
progressed birthdate did not give the 
desired result in a sufficient number of 
cases, but if the age of the mother in 
the year of the child’s birth was multi- 
plied by 13, and the number of degrees 
thus obtained was added to the Moon on 
the date of the mother’s birth, the result- 
ing sign and degree could be accepted as 
the M.C. or Nadir of the child with al- 
most uniformly satisfactorily results. 


QUESTION : Do you consider all the 
planets with the solar horoscope or do 
you merely get a solar deduction? 


ANSWER: What you can tell from 
the solar pattern alone is limited, yet it is 
considerable. I have always contended 
that the solar sign reveals the dominant 
instinct of the individual. Some years 
ago, Professor McDougal (William Mc- 
Dougal, Social Psychology, John W. 
Luce and Co., 1921) gave us Twelve In- 
stinct that fitted into my pattern of the 
twelve signs very nicely. (Mr. Clancy 
then enumerated these twelve instincts 
with the corresponding signs of the 
zodiac. )

It should also be noted ‘that there is a 
polarity between the signs. I*or instance, 
Virgo often manifests the “I want to be 
alone” tendency of Pisces-. “Repulsion.” 

Finally, while you can tell a great deal 
from the Sun sign (date of birth), it is 
nevertheless a great mistake to advance a 
solar pattern as a horoscope It is simply 
a pattern of hereditary trends. and it can- 
not be ignored. But of course it is not 
a personal pattern. To confuse them is 
to make ridiculous claims. Forecasts based 
on the Sun alone are reliable so far as 
they go. This is logical because the Sun, 
as the center of our solar system, by the 
same token, is the central and controlling 
factor of the chart. Therefore, aspects 
to the Sun must take priority. Planetary 
aspects are merely modifications of the 
solar pattern. 


PROPOSITIONS:—A Declaration of Princi- 
ples by the AUSTRIAN ASTROLOGY SOCI- 
ETY for the establishment of a common basis 
for the work to be accomplished by the 
INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION of SCIEN- 
TIFIC ASTROLOGERS. Compiled by Zoe 
Wassilko and William Knappich. , 
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1. We maintain the traditional funda- 
mental heritage of the basic principles, 
which shall be only supplemented by the 
results of modern investigation. (This 
applies to the qualities and effects of the 
signs of the Zodiack, the Planets, the 
aspects, the houses, the directions, revolu- 
tions, transits, etc.) 

2. We agree regarding the Solar Zo- 
diac, i.e. that the orbit of the Sun (Eclip- 
tic) is divided into 12 equal sectors, as 
the fundamental plane to which any astro- 
logical interpretation must first and fore- 
most refer. (For this reason the ecliptic 
design of the chart is recommended. ) 

a. All amalgamations of signs of the 
Zodiack with homonymous stellar con- 
stellations, based on the precession of the 
equinox, should be avoided with regard 
to the reading of natal charts concerning 
the individual. They should be used only 
in connection with those long periods of 
development which affect humanity in 
general. 

3. We agree that for the delineation 
of natal charts only 4 influences should 
be considered as important, i.e. the signs 
of the Zodiack, Planets, aspects and 
houses. 

a. We consider the new Planets be- 
yond Saturn as higher octaves (planes 
of consciousness) of the old Planets. 

b. We refuse hypothetical Planets, es- 
pecially those which are not in accordance 
with the 3rd law of Kepler. 

4. We consider as fundamental basis 
of any division into houses those points 
of the ecliptic which are intersected by 
the horizon and the meridian. (Haup- 
tachsenkreuz) 

a. We acknowledge to be proven that 
the symbolism of the diurnal revolution 
has served as the basis for house-division. 
Therefore we agree only with those 
methods of cusp calculation of the suc- 
cedent and cadent houses, which are based 
on the rotation of the Earth, resp. on 
the Equator, thus defining the correspond- 
ing points of the ecliptic in proportional 
or analogous manner. The only two 
methods that, generally speaking, comply 
with these rules, are those of Regiomon- 
tanus and Placidus. We hold both of 
them to be well founded, and it is up to 
the astrologer to choose between them, 

5. With regard to the dignities of the 
7 old Planets we maintain the Ptolemaean 
traditional scheme of rulership and ex- 
‘altations. The other dignities and debili- 


‘ ties we consider to be of minor impor- 
tance. 

a. An eventual difference of rulership 
occurring in connection with newly dis- 
covered Planets is a matter for observa- 
tion. , 

6. We recognize with Morinus only 
such planetary distances as important 
aspects which proceed from complete 
signs of the Zodiack, such as conjunc- 
tion, semi-sextile, sextile, square, trine, 
quincunx and opposition. 

a. We look up the semi-aspects, as in- 
troduced by Kepler (semi-square and 
sesqui-quadrate) and the other minor 
aspects, that have more recently come 
under consideration, as well as the special 
ecliptic points, such as sensitive points, 
half-distance-points, paralleis, antisciens, 
special degrees, etc., as having a rather 
supplementary value, and we advise they 
be used sparingly. 

Concerning Prognostic Astrology 
we consider 4 methods of procedure as 
importarit : 

Primary Directions 

(In harmony with the used house- 

system) - 

Secondary Directions 

Revolutions (solar and iynar returns) 

Transits over radical a; well as over 
directed positions. 

a. The entire temporary development 
of the radix is due to the effective mo- 
tions of the Earth; its rotation (motus 
primus), and its revolution (motus sec- 
undus), and as well to the 1:evolutions of 
the Planets. As the primary directions 
develop from the motus primus, they must 
be temporarily referred to the Equator. 
This leads us to the conclusion that the 
method best in accordance with the tradi- 
tional rule of “One day equal to one year” 
is that which takes as its basis the daily 
progress of sidereal time, ie. the key of 
Naibod. In using it, direct and progres- 
sive, as well as converse and regressive, 
cusps cover one another. 

b. Every directed horoscope, thus 
handled, will prove to be nothing else 
than a complete horoscope for x days or 
years before, respectively after birth 
at birthtime. The planets in such a 
chart make an easy survey possible of 
secondary directions: For the latter and 
for the calculation of progressive and 
regressive charts we recommend the 
Index method. : 

c. We refuse to acknowledge any 
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methods of calculating directions which 
cannot be based upon astronomic mo- 
tions or their analogies. 

d. For Solar (Lunar) -eturns, which 
are erected yearly (monthly), the geo- 
graphical position of the Native’s present 
residence should serve as local basis. 

8. We agree that any horoscope, 
worked out for the purposes of experi- 
mental research, or from which far- 
reaching theoretical conclusions are to be 
drawn, must be in accordance with the 
following conditions: 

1. The time of birth to be approxi- 
mately known from authentic sources, 
which should be stated, in order to be 
checked. 

2. A mathematically correct calcula- 
tion of the chart conform w “point 4.” 

3. An accurate and complex correction 
of the birth-time by means of the 4 pro- 
cedures laid down in “point 7” (method 
“accidentia nati.’’) 

4. Investigation of past and future 
events by means of the 4 procedures de- 
scribed in “point 7.” (Supplementary 
methods may be added.) 

9. We agree to consider the investiga- 
tion of astrological problems a purely sci- 
entific activity, to be carried on without 
any prejudice concerning religious or 
philosophical convictions. 

' The Austrian Astrological Society is 
ready to extend her propositions with 
detailed regard to special inquiries.

’ The use of geometrically unfounded 
pseudo latitudes in the Placidian system 
should be avoided. 


ASTRO-PSYCHOSIS 


From the Dallas Morning News, 
Dallas, Texas, November 7, 1951. 
Behavior Linked to Sun, Moon— 
A new electronic theory of psychiatry, 
linking human behavior with changes in 
the solar system, was advanced here 
Tuesday by Dr. Leonard J. Ravitz of 
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Duke University Medical School, Dur- 
ham, N. C. 

Dr. Ravitz’ findings raise the possi- 
bility of ‘predicting moods of both in- 
sane and normal persons by studying a 
pattern of their daily electrical discharges 
Over a period of months or years. 

Scientists have known for a long time 
that every human being—like a battery 
—gives off electrical waves. 

The young Duke psychiatrist said that 
emotional disturbances can now be 
measured electrically, and said these dis- 
turbances appear to coincide with cosmic 
events: sun and moon and _ seasonal 
changes. 

Dr. Ravitz spoke at a meeting of the 
neurology and psychiatry section of the 
Southern Medical Association in the 
Baker Hotel. 

Dr. Ravitz said Duke scientists had 
been studying three groups of people 
since 1948: psychotics (severely dis- 
turbed mental cases), neurotics (malad- 
justed but not insame persons) and 
normal people. 

Using special electronic instruments, 
they have measured the electrical out- 
put of these people each day for two and 
a half years, and charted a pattern for 
each individual. 

Marked changes in the electrical pat- 
tern were shown to coincide not only 
with the sun-moon phases but with sea- 
sons, Dr. Ravitz said. 

“Psychiatry for fifty years has been 
concentrating on the interior factors 
which influence behavior,” Dr. Ravitz 
said. ‘“We feel the most important thing 
about our studies is the question they 
raise: Can external factors also exert a 
major influence on behavior?’ 

Psychotics, he reported, have consist- 
ently higher electrical waves than normal 
individuals. Both normal and abnormal, 
however, respond to the cosmic influences 
of the electrical field. 

In the case of psychotics, they are 
much more emotionally disturbed during 
the phases of the new or full moon, and 
in spring and winter. 

The new studies give electronic back- 
ing to what doctors have noticed for a 
long time in the psychiatric wards at 
Duke Hospital in Roanoke, Va. There is 
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invariably more unrest in these wards 
during periods of new or full moon than 
at any other time. 

Dr. Ravitz measured one patient elec- 
trically for five months, and on the basis 
of his electrical chart made a mathe- 
matical behavior for the rest of the year 
—the acts of violence, moods of hos- 
tility, periods of elation. 

The prediction turned out to be-ac- 
curate. 

Dr. Ravitz said the solar-system theory 
was the best he had found for explain- 
ing the well-known spontaneous improve- 
ment in mental cases. 

“It may bridge the gap between phy- 
sics, astronomy and psychiatry, and 
make possible the application of mathe- 
matics to psychiatry.” 

Dr. Warren T. Brown, associate dean 
and professor of neuropsychiatry at 
Baylor University College of Medicine, 


Houston, led the discussion of Dr. 
Ravitz’ paper. 
“One’s first reaction is incredulity,” 


said Dr. Brown. “But we must remem- 
ber that incredulity also greeted the 
early theories of Louis Pasteur.”

Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.— 
For a quick preview of the shape of 
things to come when the political 
war for the Presidency gets hot, 
come the New Year, we most seri- 
ously suggest a careful reading of 
the following: 

1—“A Foreign Policy for Ameri- 
cans” by Robert A. Taft. (Double- 
day & Co., Inc., New York; 1951; 
127 pp., $2.00.) 

2—The rebuttal by Senator Brien 
McMahon (D-Conn.) to the Taft 
thesis. This may be taken as the of- 
ficial Truman Fair Deal answer to 
Mr. Republican and will be used as 
a blueprint for Truman spokesmen 
in the coming campaign. 

3—Gen. MacArthur's speeches in 
Seattle last night and a month ago 
at the American Legion convention 
in Miami. 

For a reader who has a little time 
on his hands. We suggest that he 
polish off the chore of learning how 
to be a more intelligent American 
voter, come next November, by read- 
ing the 175-page volume just turned 
out by the wise and politically savvy 
former president of Haverford and 
ex-editor of The Washington Post, 
Felix Morley. 

The title is “The Foreign Policy 
of the United States,” and the pub- 
lisher is Alfred A. Knopf. Price 
$2.50. 

Top this off by readtng the recent 
speeches by retired Lt. Gen. Albert 
C. Wedemeyer and the citizen will 
have a clear view of what the big 
battle is all about. 

Says Taft, teeing off with the 
Presidency at stake: 

“The ultimate purpose of our 
foreign policy must be to protect the 
liberty of the people of the United 
States... War should never be un- 
dertaken or seriously risked except 
to protect American liberty.” 

This is a direct challenge to the 
Wilson-Roosevelt-Truman idea that

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around all over the world and tell 
the foreigners that they've got to 
have a kind of government we like. 
Writes Taft: 

“Most of our .Presidents have 
been imbued with a real determina- 
tion to keep the cauntry at peace. I 
feel that the last two Presidents 
(F.D.R. and Harry Truman) have 
put all kinds of political and policy 
considerations ahead of their inter- 
est in liberty and peace. No foreign 
policy can be justified except a policy 
devoted without reservation or di- 
version to the protection of the 
liberty of the American people, with 
war only as the last resort and only 
to preserve that liberty.”

In his rebuttal against Taft, 
McMahon goes back to the Roose- 
velt one-world line with the retort: 
“The Senator's basic difficulty is 
that he is still an isolationist ... He 
fails utterly to relate the peace and 
liberty of our own people to the 
peace and liberty pf other parts of 
the world. He has yet to accept the 
Woodrow Wilson precept of 36 
years ago—We are participants in 
the life of the world. The interests 
of all nations are our own interests, 
too. What affects mankind is inevit- 
ably our affair’.” 


COMMENT: We might call attention 
to the fact that since we accepted the 
Woodrow Wilson precept 36 years ago, 
and became “participants in the life of 
the world,” we have become involved in 
two World Wars and one police action 
which is accepted by most as a prelude 
to a Third World War. Perhaps it might 
have been better if we had heeded the 
admonition of the Father of Our Coun- 
try in his Farewell Address, to wit: 


From George Washington’s Fare- 
well Address to the people of the 
United States, September 17th, 1796. 


Observe good faith and justice 
towards all Nations; cultivate peace 
and harmony with all. Religion and 
Morality enjoin this conduct; and 
can it be, that good policy does not 
equally enjoin it? It will be worthy 
of a free, enlightened, and, at no 
distant period,.a great Nation, to 


give to mankind the magnamimous 
and too novel example of a people 
always guided by an exalted justice 
and benevolence. We can doubt, 
that in the course of time and things, 
the fruits of such a plan would rich- 
ly repay any temporary advantages, 
which might be lost by a steady ad- 
herence to it? Can it be, that Provi- 
dence has not connected the perma- 
nent felicity of a Nation with its 
Virtue? The experiment, at least, is 
recommended by every sentiment 
which enobles human nature. Alas! 
is it rendered impossible by its vices? 

In the execution of such a plan, 
nothing is more essential, than that 
permanent, inveterate antipathies 
against particular Nations, and pas- 
sionate attachments for others, 
should be excluded; and that, in 
place of them, just and amicable 
feelings towards all should be cul- 
tivated. The Nation, which indulges 
towards another an habitual hatred, 
or an habitual fondness, is in some 
degree a slave. It is a slave to its 
animosity or to its affection, either 
of which is sufficient to lead it 
astray from its duty and its interest. 
Antipathy in one nation against an- 
other disposes each more readily to 
offer insult and injury, to lay hold 
of slight causes of umbrage, and to 
be haughty and intractable, when 
accidental or trifling occasions of dis- 
pute occur. Hence frequent collisions, 
obstinate, envenomed, and bloody 
contests. The Nation, prompted 
by ill-will and resentment, some- 
times impels to war the Government, 
contrary to the best calculations of 
policy. The Government sometimes 
participates in the national pro- 
pensity, and adopts through passion 
what reason would reject; at other 
times, it makes the animosity of the 
nation subseruient to projects of hos- 
tility instigated by pride, ambition, 
and other sinister and pernicious mo- 
tives. The peace often, sometimes 
perhaps the liberty, of Nations has 
been the victim. 

So likewise, a passionate attach- 
ment of one Nation for another pro- 
duces a variety of evils. Sympathy 
for the Nation, facilitating the il- 
lusion of an imaginary common in- 
terest, in cases where no real com- 
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mon interest exists, and infusing 
into one the enmities of the other, 
betrays the former into a participa- 
tion in the quarrels and wars of the 
latter, without adequate inducement 
or justification. It leads also to con- 
cessions to the favorite nation of 
privileges denied to others, which is 
apt doubly to injure the Nation mak- 
ing the concessions ; by unnecessarily 
parting with what ought to have 
been retained; and by exciting jeal- 
ousy, ill-will, and a disposition to 
retaliate, in the parties from whom 
equal privileges are withheld. And it 
gives to ambitious, corrupted, or de- 
luded citizens (who devote them- 
selves to the favorite nation), fa- 
cility to betray or sacrifice the in- 
terests of their own country, with- 
out odium, sometimes even with 
popularity; gliding, with the ap- 
pearances of a virtuous sense of ob- 
ligation, a commendable deference 
for public opinion, or a laudable zeal 
for public good, the base or foolish 
compliances of ambition, corruption, 
or infatuation. 

As avenues to foreign influence 
in innumerable ways, such attach- 
ments are particularly alarming to 
the truly enlightened and indepen- 
dent Patriot. How many opportuni- 
ties do they afford to tamper with 
domestic factions, to practise the 
arts of seduction, to mislead public 
opinion, to influence or awe the 
Public Councils! Such an attachment 
of a small or weak, towards a great 
and powerful nation, dooms the 
former to be the satellite of the 
latter. 

Against the insidious wiles of for- 
eign influence (I conjure you to be- 
lieve me, fellow-citizens) the jeal- 
ousy of a free people to be constant- 
ly awake; since history and experi- 
ence prove, that foreign influence ts 
one of the most baneful foes of Re- 
publican Government. But that jeal- 
ousy, to be useful, must be impartial ; 
else it becomes the instrument of the 
very influence to be avoided, instead 
of a defence against it. Excessive 
partiality for one foreign nation, and 
excessive dislike of another, cause 
those whom they actuate to see dan- 
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ger only on one side, and serve to 
veil and even second the arts of in- 
fluence on the other. Real patriots, 
who may resist the intrigues of the 
favorite, are liable to become sus- 
pected and odious; while its tools 
and dupes usurp the applause and 
confidence of the people,’ to sur- 
render their interests. 

The great rule of conduct for us, 
in regard to foreign nations, is, in 
extending our commercial relations, 
to have with them as little political 
connexion as possible. So far as we 
have already formed engagements, 
let them be fulfilled with perfect 
good faith. Here let us stop. 

Europe has a set of primary in- 
terests, which to us have none, or 
a very remote relation. Hence she 
must be engaged in frequent con- 
troversies, the cause of which are 
essentially foreign to our concerns. 
Hence, therefore, it must be unwise 
in us to implicate ourselves, by ar- 
tificial ties in the ordinary vicissi- 
tudes of her politics, or the ordinary 
combinations and collisions of her 
friendships or enmities. 

Our detached and distant situa- 
tion invites and enables us to pur- 
sue a different course. If we remain 
one people, under an efficient gov- 
ernment, the period is not far off, 
when we may defy material injury 
from external annoyance; when we 
may take such an attitude as will 
cause the neutrality, we may at any 
time resolve upon, to be scrupulous- 
ly respected; when belligerent na- 
tions, under the impossibility of 
making acquisitions upon us, will 
not lightly hazard the giving us 
provocation; when we may choose 
peace or war, as our interest, guided 
by justice, shall counsel. 

Why forego the advantages of so 
peculiar a situation? Why quit our 
own to stand upon foreign ground? 
Why, by interweaving our destiny 
with that of any part of Europe, en- 
tangle our peace and prosperity in 
the toils of European ambition, rival- 
ship, interest, humor, or caprice? 

It 1s our true policy to steer clear 
of permanent alliances with any por- 
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tion of the foreign world; so far, I 
mean, as we are now at liberty to do 
it; for let me not be understood as 
capable of patronizing infidelity to 
existing engagements. I hold the 
maxim no less applicable to public 
than to private affairs, that honesty 
is always the best policy. I repeat it, 
therefore, let those engagements be 
observed in their genuine sense. But, 
in my opinion, it is necessary and 
would be unwise to extend them. 
Taking care always to keep our- 
selves, by suitable establishments, on 
a respectable defensive posture, we 
may safely trust to temporary alli- 
ances for extraordinary emergencies. 
Harmony, liberal intercourse with 
all nations, are recommended by 
policy, humanity, and interest. But 
even our commercial policy should 
hold an equal and impartial hand; 
neither seeking nor granting ex- 
clusive favors or preferences; con- 
sulting the natural course of things; 
diffusing and diversifying by gentle 
means the streams of commerce, but 
forcing nothing; establishing, with 
powers so disposed, in order to give 
trade a stable course, to define the 
rights of our merchants, and to en- 
able the government to support them, 
conventional rules of intercourse, 
the best that present circumstances 
and mutual opinion will permit, but 
temporary, and liable to be from 
time to time abandoned or varied, 
as experience and circumstances 
shall dictate; constantly keeping in 
view, that it is folly in one nation to 
look for disinterested favors from 
another; that it must pay with a 
portion of its independence for 
whatever it may accept under that 
character; that, by such acceptance, 
it may place itself in the condition 
of having given equivalents for 
nominal favors, and yet of being re- 
proached with ingratitude for not 
giving more. There can be no greater 
error than to expect or calculate 
upon real favors from nation to na- 
tion. It is an illusion, which experi- 
ence must cure, which a just pride 


ought to discard. 


COMMENT: Thus it would appear 
that our first Isolationist was none other 
than Uncle George himself. In fact, by 
comparison, Senator Taft is an inter- 
national “‘Mixmaster.”

ONE HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE

Mr. SALTONSTALL. Mr. President, 
I ask that House Joint Resolution 284, 
which has just come over from the House 
of Representatives be laid before the 
Senate and acted upen at this time. Be- 
fore the joint resolution is read, I mivht 
Say that jit concerns the one hundredth 
anniversary of the death of John Howard 
Payne, author of the family hymn of 
America, Home Sweet Home. 

The joint resolution calls for the ap- 
propriation of no money, but provides 
for a commission which is to act within 
a year. I have discussed the matter with 
the majority leader, I have conferred 
with the program committee of the mi- 
nority, and with the chairman of the 
Committee on the Jud.ciary, and no one 
has any objection.

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Your reply to E.D. in the Nov. 
A.A.M. is very disgusting reading 
and his letter may give the key to a 
nest of agitators for a particular 
type of propaganda detrimental to 
the United States. 

I was much distressed that a 
writer of your ability should resort 
to the use of an almost continual 
stream of epithets in your endeavor 
to make your point. Epithets like 
profanity, it seems to me, do not add 
to the stature of the writer nor ad- 
vance any sound and logical argu- 
ment in support of his contention. 
It sometimes happens that a writer, 
in his over-zealous attitude, will 
begin. by pointing the finger of scorn 
at the adversary and apply the epi- 
thets which he will have cause to 
regret when his mind becomes 
normal again, but when you say that 
“this is not just a question of per- 
sonal preference, or prejudice, or 
personal opinion of the individuals 
involved,” it would seem that you 
are trying to say that everybody is 
out of step save you, and with the 
expression, “This official denial of 
God is a fundamental thing,” you 
should remember that God was voted 
out of politics in the United States 
when the United States Constitution 
was written, so you are, indirectly, 
condemning the Constitution in your 
attempt to discredit the U.N. It is 
much the same as whipping the 
United States over the back of the 
U.N. and as Congress was whipped 
over the back of Mrs. Roosevelt a 
short time ago when she was charged 
to be “unworthy of an American 
mother.” 

Then again, “/t strikes at the very 
roots of our civilization.” It must be 
remembered that civilidation ad- 
vanced in spite of the handicap of 
external influences to retard its 
progress and had Copernicus, Galil- 
eo, Bruno, Servitus, Haeckel, Comte, 
Hypatia, and thousands of others 
been permitted to live out their full 
lives our civilization might be thous- 
ands of years in advance of what 
this world presents today. 

And “as in the case of the United 
States of America, has even gone so 
far as to brazenly flaunt their 
hypocrisy by financing the erection 


of an imposing edifice (bridgehead 
for saboteurs)—the United Nations 
building, thus proclaiming to all the 
world their own shame.” May I ask 
how a nation can be hypocritical 
when it was not founded on any re- 
ligion? George Washington well de- 
fined the position of the United 

States government regarding the re- 

ligious attitude when he said, “The

One may surmise that your par- 
ticular color of religion is not repre- 
sented by the delegates to the U.N. 
and when we remember that it is 
CLAIMED that one denomination 
is the sole representative of the 
Christian faith and that all others 
are HERETICS it is easy to dis- 
cern your desperation.

Now when Jesus was horn in Beth- 
lehem of Judaca in the days of Herod 
the King, behold, Wise men from the 
east came to Jerusalem, saying, Where is 
he that is born King of the Jews?

. and opening their treasures they 
offered unto him gifts, gold and frank- 
incense and myrrh.

Tue account of the visit of the Wise 
Men to see the infant Jesus is well known 
to young and old alike. The story of how 
they expressed their worship by the of- 
fering of costly gifts is also familiar, 
although the significance of the gifts is 
not so clearly understood. 

The giving of gifts to a person in honor 
of his birthday has become widespread 
and is, as a rule, based upon the recip- 
ient’s taste and wishes. 

“I am giving you this gift to please 
you more than myself,” may be said of 
the birthday present which 1s considered 
to rate highest in the scale of values in 
our modern world. We consider it naive 
in a child when he or she selects a sled 
or a doll and decides to give it to mother 
or dad as a birthday or Christmas present 

On the other hand, it is also true that 
the thing which gives us pleasure and 
which we value most will be of value to 
another because of the fact that our per- 
sonality is identified with it. 

In such a way were the gifts of the 
Wise men to the infant Jesus the reflec-

tion of the personalities of the givers. 
These gifts were symbolical in that they 
pointed to the givers as persons possess- 
ing great loyalty, devotion and love. Their 
gifts had been carefully chosen in ad- 
vance and were set aside for one whom 
they conceived of as being a king, a priest 
and a servant of his people. 

Their gifts were given as to an adult 
person and were not the tuys or articles 
of clothing usually considere.] appropriate 
for a very young child. All of these cir- 
cumstances mark them as belonging to 
the water signs, the triumvirate which 
is concerned with the past and the future, 
the young and the old, the individual and 
the family unit, the emotional and the 
sensitive in feeling, the mystic and the 
ethereal in religion. 

The water signs interpret by their gifts 
the relationship of man to God in every- 
day life so that the earth signs may better 
understand the meaning of their work 
and its finite and infinite value, the fire 
signs their energy and enthusiasm in work 
and prayer, and the air signs their mental 
perception of the relation between faith 
and works. 

Gold, The Gift of Cancer 


The sign of Cancer, which belongs to 
the cardinal group, is ruled by the moon, 
and silver is the color usually associated 
with it. The second house of Cancer is 
Leo, which is ruled by the sun, and gold 
is the governing color of this house. Also, ° 
the second house represents possessions 
and. wealth of the native, as well as his 
means of earning a livelihood; therefore 
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the gold of Leo is associated with the 
Cancerian’s life plan. 


For a long period of time, silver ranked 
next to gold as a medium of exchange. 
Natives of Cancer have a natural affinity 
for both of these metals as a commercial 
medium, since they find shop manage- 
ment congenial, especially in luxury lines 
of wearitfg apparel and jewelry, the latter 
having silver and gold as a base.

The 
book of Ezra (1:4) admonishes, “and 
whosoever is left, in any place he so- 
journeth, let the men of his place help 
him with silver, and with gold;” and in 
Ezra 5:14 we read: “And the gold and 
silver vessels also of the house of God, 
which Nebuchadnezzar took out of the 
temple that was in Jerusalem and brought 
into the temple of Babylon, those did 
Cyrus the King take out of the temple 
of Babylon and they were delivered unto 
one whose name was Sheshbazzar whom 
he had made governor.” 


Isaiah 2:7, “And their land is full of 
silver and gold,” and Isaiah 39:2 states, 
“And Hezekiah was glad of them, and 
showed them the house of his precious 
things, the silver and the gold.” 


There is little doubt that Hezekiah was 
a native of Cancer. This is evidenced by 
the emphasis which he placed upon the 
silver and gold in his storehouse. 


Our first impression is that Cancer is 
unduly concerned over material posses- 
sions as insurance for protection in old 
age. When we give further thought to 
this sign, we find that this concern is not 
entirely motivated by selfishness, since 
Cancer is the natural parent and pro- 
tector of his family mémbers, both the 
young and the aged.

Here speaks a true member of the 
fixed sign Scorpio. Not only does he 
emphasize the code word of Scorpio, 
work, but he bears witness to the 
mighty power of prayer in the develop- 
ment of the soul, in the manner of the 
orthodox Scorpio religionist. 

In addition, he quotes one of the 
greatest Scorpios of all time, the founder 
of the Reformation, Martin Luther (b. 
November 10, 1483), whom we can hear 
saying: “Arbeit und Gebet sind die allein 
Maechtigen der Gott die Welt giebt.” 
(“Work and prayer are the only mighty 
tasks that God gives His World.”) 

When we study the personality of the 
second Wise man who bestowed the gift 
of frankincense upon the Christ Child, 
we see a man possessed of great power, 
personal magnetism, capable of keeping 
his own counsel as well as the secrets of 
his family and friends, and capable of 
performing much physical labor, and the 
strength to overcome physical disabilities 
and suffering. 

His life plan is based on the daily task, 
and he is unhappy when he is not per- 
mitted to express himself in work which 
calls for physical energy to which he 
commits all of his determination and will 
power. 

Scorpio as well as Cancer is devoted to 
the members of his family, and he, in 
turn, retains their deep affection and re- 
spect. He, too, is concerned that their 
welfare shall be assured, but his efforts 
are directed in a different way. It is his 
desire that the labor of his hands shall 
make possible the providjng of an ade- 
quate education for his children so that 
they shall be able to make their own way. 

He is interested, not so much in build- 
ing up a material estate, as in leaving to 
his heirs a spiritual inheritance. 

Scorpio’s second, or house of posses-

Trinity, is in a different category from 
that of Cancer and Scorpio in that the 
Pisces attitude toward a gift is neither 
as inheritance nor endowment, but as a 
sharing’ of personal gifts which consists 
primarily of personal service. The Pisces 
person is not interested primarily in plan- 
ning to leave an estate to his heirs nor in 
assisting his family to devélop their tal- 
ents to make them self-supporting, but 
rather, he thinks in terms of a family 
member who shares his personal labor 
for the aid and assistance of family mem- 
bers, and expects that they will recipro- 
cate in like manner on his behalf. 

The Pisces is a believer in intangible 
rather than in tangible wealth, and his 
gift is often misunderstood by the mem- 
bers of the other sign groups.

that he strikes and wounds he also holds 
the palm of one hand outwards signify- 
ing “Fear not.” 


Saturn's Message 


Let us try to see then what Saturn’s 
message really is 

When Saturn passes through the as- 
cendant it often signifies the end of a 
period in our lives. It gives an autumnal 
quality to all that we see or do and makes 
things that once seemed worthwhile no 
longer seem so. The period will pass and 
we shall probably see that our regrets 
over the passing of a phase were hardly 
necessary. No doubt we are being in- 
wardly prepared for some development 
of character that we have not yet 
glimpsed.

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SEASONS of 1952 


A Temperature Guide for the Year 1952 


Pon the benefit of new readers of 
American Astrology Magazine, mention 
is made briefly of the astro-physical laws 
utilized in the Multi-Cycle System of 
Seasonal Temperature Forecasting, so 
named to distinguish it from single solar 
and sunspot cycles, which have been 
found to be incomplete regarding the 
numerous energies operating to produce 
the many kinds of weather affecting our 
Earth, and deficient for practical applica- 
tion to farm and other needs. Reference is 
made to earlier explanations in this mag- 
azine of these solar radiations, which are 
transmuted into other distinct and definite 
forces as they are reflected on the Earth 
from the Moon and each of the planetary 
bodies of our solar system, because of 
changes which are due to varying chemi- 
cal and metallic compositions and quali- 
ties of atmospheres of each body. 

The basic principle is that the amount 
or intensity of light and heat (and pre- 
sumably other qualities) received on the 
Earth from any celestial body, Sun, 
Moon or planet, depends essentially on 
the angle at which their rays strike the 
Earth’s surface. Everyone recognizes the 
greater intensity of the Sun’s rays when 
they are received more directly in sum- 
mer than in winter, when they are re- 
ceived at a less direct angle. Part of this 
reduction of intensity is due to the longer 
passage thru our atmosphere at low 
angles, which diffuse more of the light 
and heat before reaching the Earth’s 
surface than when direct. A mirror re- 
flecting the Sun’s rays directly on a wall 
shows a brilliant, and even warmer spot, 
but as the mirror is turned at a longer 
angle of reflection of the Sun’s rays, the 
light and warmth become very noticeably 
dissipated, altho the Sun shines just as 
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brightly and the mirror is just as’ clear 
as ever. This principle applies also to 
secondary reflections of lunar and plan- 
etary rays—they are much more intense 
according as the ray is from the central 
focus of the globe, rather than from the 
weaker rays from the globular sides of 
the body. 

This principle is one reason for the 
added power of conjunctions (unless one 
body is eclipsed) as the reflected ray is 
then the most direct possible. In the case 
of eclipse the direct rays are cut off more 
or less completely from the Earth tem- 
porarily, accounting for the defective re- 
sponses noted under such phenomena. 
With Mercury and Venus, planets inside 
our Earth’s orbit, there is always a cut- 
ting off of their reflected rays at the 
inferior conjunctions, as their dark side 
is then turned toward us, while at the 
superior conjunctions, altho they are then 
at their greatest distance from the Sun, 
they reflect its rays most completely on 
the Earth. Occasionally the Earth eclipses 
Mercury or Venus at superior conjunc- 
tion and for a few hours minimizes their 
influences, denoted when Mercury or 
Venus and the Sun are parallel in dec- 
lination—not always coinciding with the 
conjunction. The phenomena of superior 
and inferior conjunctions of the inner 
planets calls for care in weather phe- 
nomena, as in other human interests, as 
there is sometimes a complete reversal 
in influences, altho many textbooks and 
ephemerides make no distinction between 
the two kinds. 

Changes in weather are due to the 
changing angular relations >f the celestial 
bodies, especially their declination angles, 
north or south of the equator as men- 
tioned, These in turn cause fluctuations 
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in atmospheric heights of warm and cold 
air masses, which, as they meet, result 
in precipitation or further absorption of 
the moisture of the air, according to the 
prevailing warm or cold factors operating. 
Mars is the principal heat producing 
planet and Saturn the leading refrigerant, 
the others having various qualities in 
addition to heat, which all reflect in some 
degree when suitably placed in relation 
to other bodies, especially the Sun. 

The accompanying chart for 1952 
shows the Sun—the heavy curved line— 
always more or less closely coordinated 
with the motions of Mercury and Venus, 
following its customary elevation to high 
north, heat-producing, declination at the 
June solstice and to low south, cold pro- 
ducing, at the December solstice. The two 
lines near the top of the chart are very 
slow-moving Pluto and Uranus, which 
have been near this position around the 
Sun’s solstice for a number of years and 
tend in general to maintain a certain 
year ‘round mild, but continuous, emana- 
tion of warmth. Below these is the line 


of Jupiter, which moves from the equator 
in January to about 17° north in the late 
summer and while not at the strongest 
degrees for such until 1953 and 1954, 
tends to add heat at a critical period and 
is more or less connected with sudden 
showers as other bodies aspect it. Just 
below the equator are Saturn, invariably 
chilly, even when reflecting light most 
strongly, like a cake of ice sitting in the 
Sun, brilliant flashing but still cold to 
all it contacts, and Neptune, related to 
mists and fogs largely. Because of their 
nearness to the equator they are more or 
less neutral in reflection of solar and 
other rays at this time, increasingly so for 
a number of years, yet as they both 
travel farther down in the cold declina- 
tion degrees. Mars is the downward 
curving line below these. At its distarice 
below the equator, instead of being a 
quite evident heating agent of the 
heavens, it loses progressively its heat 
reflective power as it goes to lower south, 
passing the degree of the Sun’s winter 
solstice and so indicative of noticeably

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less heat during the whole of the 1952 
year. 5 

In some respects 1952 will resemble 
1950, when lower than average tempera- 
tures prevailed over much of the northern 
hemisphere and failure of corn and other 
heat-loving crops appeared likely for 
months. The positions of Mars, Saturn 
and Neptune point to a year of still 
lower summer temperatures in general 
than in 1950. The year will be notice- 
ably different from 1951, when, during 
the important crop-growing summer 
months Mars went up to and slightly 
above the Sun’s summer solstice degree, 
in a way assuring fair corn, cotton and 
related crops that require a long season 
and continuous abundance of warmth, 
75° or better. Added to the cooler fac- 
tors mentioned, Venus and Mercury both 
travel to high north declinations after 
the Sun does, which is found to diminish 
the general normal for the season and 
in the fall these both precede the Sun’s 
movement south, again diminishing the 
normal warmth of late summer and 
fall. Farmers, gardeners, contractors and 
others with interests on the land, should 
therefore take the fullest advantage of 
periods when soil and other conditions 
permit for work on it, as frequent rains 
invariably accompany a season when con- 
trary to its usual temperatures, summer 
or winter. 


THE WINTER SEASON 


As JANUARY begins the Sun is just 
leaving its low cold winter solstice point, 
Mars passes continuously to lower south 
declination, as do Mercury and Venus 
for a couple of months, all tending to 
general cold over most of the northern 
hemisphere, but probably not breaking 
any. records, since Pluto and Uranus, 
continuously at high north, temper such 
things slightly. The coldest part of the 
month will be around the fourth week, 
when the Moon reaches low south dec- 
lination and is at new or least reflective 
phase that week. The warmest period 
will be the. second week, when the Moon 
will be at its north peak and at full phase 
and so reflective of the Sun’s rays to 
maximum, altho the present position of 
the Sun prevents the highest possible re- 
flection of\solar radiation just now. In 
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FEBRUARY conditions ease up some- 
what and there might be a suggestion of 
a belated “January thaw” as the Moon 
reaches high north and is near full phase 
during the first week. Venus and Mer- 
cury add a mite to this trend as does the 
Sun now at slightly higher elevation. The 
coldest week of the month 1s toward the 
end of the 3rd week when the Moon will 
be at low south, modified mildly by Mer- 
cury being at full phase, but weak be- 
cause so far south then, There should be 
plenty of rain and snow farther north 
thru these three winter months, helping 
to refill depleted reservoirs in many sec- 
tions; there should not be too many 
floods of consequence, owing to cold pre- 
venting rapid thaws of winter snow and 
ice. Much of the rain is apt to run off 
frozen land in the north instead of being 
absorbed. In MARCH, with Venus ris- 
ing slowly northward and Mercury and 
the Sun both passing the equinox, spring 
will be moderately in the air, particularly 
as the Moon will be at high north during 
the first and last few days, passing par- 
allels of Pluto and Uranus twice within 
the week. The coldest period will be the 
3rd week when the Moon goes south. 
The Sun makes a trine of Mars at the 
end of the first week, but is not marked 
for heat owing to south declination posi- 
tions of both. Venus will be square in 
the first week and parallels Mars in the 
second with similar limitations. No im- 
portant close aspects of the Sun occur 
around the spring equinox of March 
20th, so it is likely that hurricane mani- 
festations will not be particularly severe 
thru the month. 


THE SPRING SEASON 


With several planets, including Mars, 
under restraints in heat emanations and 
Venus and Mercury following the Sun 
instead of preceding the Sun north, a 
rather backward spring planting season 
seems inevitable, with little prospect for 
catching up to normal in the coming 
summer. This will be partly due to chill 
in the air and partly to over-abundant 
rains in many sections, interfering with 
the regular farm routine dates for the 
various procedures. The first and last 
weeks of APRIL will be most favored 
with warmth and dryer conditions, altho 
Mercury, at its least reflective phase in 
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the first week, and in the second Jupiter 
at its most distant point from the earth, 
offset the desirable factors noticeable 
for a week or more, as does Venus com- 
ing to parallel and conjunction Saturn 
in the second week, invariably cooling in 
trend. MAY will see the Sun, Mercury 
and Venus reaching the 20 degrees north 
in the last third of the month, and the 
Moon will be at high north in the 4th 
week, but at its least reflective phase. 
The second week will be the coolest part 
of the month as the Moon goes to low 
south. Frosts are quite possible in this 
second week, which seems to be a habit 
with northern weathermen, as frost hap- 
pens then in more than half the years. 
The last week of the month the Moan 
successively parallels Mercury, Venus, 
Jupiter and the Sun, and being at high 
north, should bring, more seasonable 
weather conditions. JUNE, despite the 
low position of Mars, should bring a 
moderately warm summer period thru 
most of the month, favorably advancing 
backward corn, cotton and other hot 
weather crops, as the Sun, Mercury and 
Venus all pass to or beyond the Sun’s 
solstice peak. Mercury is also at its most 
reflective phase and in the 3rd week the 
Moon, altho at its new phase, is also at 
its high north point, when a real but 
brief hot spell may be in effect in some 
sections. These all make parallels of 
Pluto and Uranus, as well as of the Sun, 
some of them twice, which prolongs the 
effects. Jupiter too is slowly reaching a 
warmer declination degree. Coolest period 
will be the end of the first week when 
the Moon will be at low south. Some 
sections may be in need of rain, but 
others have ample reserves to draw on 
and there will be thunderstorms at in- 
tervals. 


THE SUMMER SEASON 


JULY should see continued conditions 
of the preceding month most of the time, 
with a cooler period in the end of the 
first week. The third week will see the 
peak for warmth, as the Moon reaches 
high north point, passing and re-passing 
by parallel Sun, Mercury, Venus, Jupiter, 
also Uranus and Pluto. Uranus and the 
Moon, however, will be at their least 
reflective phases. Late planted crops 
should make a noticeable spurt this 
month, bringing new activities in grain 
and cotton markets, which may have been 


speculating on short crops, but now im- 
prove, altho still behind the normal 
growth for this period. Corn “knee-high 
by July 4th” is a slogan not likely to be 
realized this year. Pleasant weather is 
indicated for picnics, however, not un- 
usually hot with Mars absent from the 
scene. AUGUST continues the preceding 
conditions in a less degree, as Mercury 
and Venus drop from northern strong 
reflective declinations before the Sun 
does. Jupiter reaches its high point for 
the year at the end of this month, but is 
not strong. Pluto and Mercury are both 
at their least reflective positions. The 
warmest period will be a few days at the 
beginning and the end of the month. 
SEPTEMBER will see the Sun (as 
usual) and Venus and Mercury all cross- 
ing the equator to cooler trends, most 
noticeable probably in the last week when 
the Moon goes to low south, and Mars 
then passes a couple of degrees lower 
than the Sun’s winter solstice degree, al- 
ways suggesting the absence of heat. A 
New Moon occurs on the 19th, the equi- 
nox on the 23rd and a superior (full 
phase) conjunction of Sun and Mercury 
on the 25th, generally indicative of 
changes and storm but probably not as 
severe as usual this year. A quite notice- 
able change from warm in the second 
week to cool in the 4th will be recorded 
by the weather bureaus. 
THE AUTUMN SEASON 

Fall plowing and other work should be 
rushed as colder than normal months are 
ahead this year, accompanied by early 
freezes and snows in northern latitudes. 
In OCTOBER the Sun makes its usual 
way toward its winter solstice in Decem- 
ber and makes a chilling parallel in the 
first week and conjunction with Saturn 
in the 2nd, as Mercury does in the first 
week. Mars will be abqut 2° lower than 
the Sun’s winter solstice. The peak cold 
of the month will probably be in the 
third week, and the mildest in the first. 
NOVEMBER will intensify most of the 
preceding conditions, as Mars is still in 
the low 20 degrees south, Venus and 
Mercury pass lower than the Sun’s win- 
ter solstice and on the last day of the 
month Mercury makes its least reflective 
phase, all diffusive of solar rays rather 
than concentrative and even Saturn par- 
allels and conjoins Neptune, usually sig- 
nificant of fog, mist and mugginess. The 
coldest period of the month will probably 
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be the third week when the Moon will 
be at low south and new, A bit of let-up 
may be noticed in the first week as the 
Moon reaches high north and is at its 
full phase of reflection, but contrary fac- 
tors will probably dominate the period. 
We are likely therefore to see the start 
of an early winter this month with bad 
traffic conditions emerging. DECEM- 
BER will probably see a slightly warm 
spell during the first few days when the 
Moon goes to high north. Following that 
the general trend over the country will be 
a return to old-fashioned Christmas 
weather most of the month, as only one- 
third of the celestial bodies will be above 
the equator and several far down and 
thus at a minimum of the angle of in- 
cidence and reflection. In northern cli- 
mates, country people may have to dig 
out the old bobsled and sleighbells to get 
to town, or run the big tractor out to 
pack the snow or shove it off the roads 
for the car. Coldest part will be about 
the third week. 

Starting out cool and tending generally 
toward cooler for the seasons than usual, 
this year is likely to be 2 to 3° cooler 
than the average, which would be notice- 
able in most places, as there has never 
been in the past 120 years of record, a 
year more than 6° above or below their 
average, altho some months have been. 
The cool period will be spread thru most 
of the year instead of one or two quar- 
ters as is often the case, due to later 
changes of aspect or declination. Sun- 
spots of importance will occur around 
the beginning of March, usually inter- 
fering with electric installations and 
causing earthquakes and other disturb- 
ances. 

Countries “down under” the equator 
will have about an average summer (our 
winter) and their fall and winter months 
(our spring and summer) will be a bit 
cooler than the average, but probably not 
hindering crops notably. Their spring 
(our fall) months of 1952 will be warm- 
er than the normal, betokening a good 
year in prospect for grain and other ex- 
port crops. 

In 1953 the slower-moving planets 
maintain or augment their 1951 trends, 
Jupiter and Mars tending to a much 
warmer season than 1952, especially in 
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the summer months when most needed 
for farm crops. With the prospects loom- 
ing for crop as well as human and ma- 
terial destruction, we should plant to the 
limit so as to have ample supplies for 
ourselves and allies,

connexions with private and public fe- 
licity.

Saturn

Saturn in a square aspect to the Sun 
in a natal chart often brings early respon- 
sibility, for so often the father either 
leaves home or passes away. Then extra 
weight is placed on the shoulders of the 
native. When this square cycle comes 
_ rolling around again then another crisis 

arises and another problem must be 
faced but as often happens this is a peak 
of accomplishment and you are prepared 
to handle it. Just take it easy and do not 
add extra responsibility by accumulating 
more. You will find as you start from 
scratch and continue to carry on without 
striving for something else, you will ac- 
cumulate more than you realize now. 
There is something strange in the way 
these things build up from the end of a 
cycle into the beginning of a new one, 
for that is just where you are.

“Ink Curtain” of garbled, biased and 
half-reported information and _propa- 
ganda. One has only to read the news 
and editorials as they are printed in any 
two important dailies—in any city—each 
with its own peculiar slant on politics— 
local, state and federal—to discover why 
Justice wears a bandage over her eyes. 
The last volumé of Lewis Mumford’s 
tetralogy, recently published, The Con- 
duct of Life, contains the type of in- 
formation I refer to. It supplies an 
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outline—and a design—for personal in- 
tegration that can carry us through these 
“times that try men’s souls.” Here are 
several thoughts taken from it: “Con- 
temporary man .. . must sense that the 
day is gone when millions could look to 
one great teacher for guidance. ‘The task 
of an individual Messiah . . . now de- 
volves equally on all men;’ Tomorrow’s 
model society must be a universal democ- 
racy of self teachers, Candidates must 
begin—not by signing a pledge—but by 
withdrawing into self-analysis and con- 
templation.” 

How much more help we could per- 
sonally gain by reading and absorbing 
the contents of one such book than to 
try to evaluate history as it appears tq 
be making, from reports in the daily 
papers. A plethora of biographical, auto- 
biographical, and “personal reminiscence” 
books flood the market. They all seem to 
want to go on record as having once 
known “him,” (meaning, of course 
F.D.R.). Every week brings a new one, 
purporting to present “the truth” from 
behind scenes once setret, and yet much 
that they report is flatly contradicted in 
still another man’s book. Therefore, the 


only New Year’s resolution I would rec- 
ommend to any of my readers is that we 
all make a valiant fight against any form 


of “thought control” that we detect 
creeping into our lives and thinking. That 
fight can be aided by “selé-analysis and 
contemplation,” as Mr. Mumford points 
out; not by blindly following any leader. 
And surely not by hysteria. (I could also 
make the same recommendation for my 
own subject: astrology. Be your own 
astrologer; study, and by “withdrawing 
in self-analysis and contemplation”, you 
will discover more about yourself than 
any professional can (or will) tell you 
about vour chart. Astrology, too, is a 
“best aid” for self-analysis. 
JANUARY 1952, U.S.A. 

Before analyzing the affairs. for this 
country from the lunation chart, for the 
first month of the New Year 1952, we 
must consider two other important star 
patterns operating just now: the first is 
a conjunction of Mars-Saturn on the 
18th of December; the second is the in- 
gress of the Sun into Capricorn, on the 
22nd. These two planetary aspects pre- 
ceding the lunation which falls on De- 
a 
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; 
cember 28th, are of momentous impor- 
tance, because of the stellium (Venus, 
Neptune, Mars and Saturn) in Libra, and 
because they fall over the 1776 U.S.A, 
Saturn, as well as on President Truman’s 
ascendant. It follows that these Libra 
planets are working—but in different 
degrees—in all three charts, and that all 
are afflicted by the explosive, erratic 
Uranus. Uranus, in its turn, is conjoined 
to the 1776 U.S.A. Sun in Cancer. It 
can therefore be expected to be a period 
of many surprising events, ranging the 
full scale from good to bad. 

It is also quite likely to be the period 
that will bring the first real attention- 
arresting reaction of the nation-at-large 
against the increased costs of living; 
against the sharper cuts into personal in- 
comes by the new withholding tax. Mars- 
Saturn is read as unfortunate for affairs 
between the Government and the people. 
More strikes may be expected; a rash 
of crime; prominent people taken by 
death. Serious trouble in large groups 
where prejudices smolder—probably in- 
cited by foreign-born-and-trained trouble 
makers. Mars shortly conjoins Neptune. 
With so many very serious aspects com- 
pressed into such a short period, the 
country may be plagued by numerous 
grave situations at one time. Under these 
configurations, errors in judgment on the 
part of past and present governmental 
officials, also scandals, are hkely to have 
public airing. The people, individually 
and in groups, will clamor’ for an ease- 
ment from legislative pressures ; belliger- 
ent resistance to what appears to be a 
further curb on free speech, free press, 
etc., is evidenced. , 

The interrelated aspects of these three 
charts bring the affairs of the first and 
fourth houses into action: there will be 
continued disastrous storms, heavy snows 
and rains, floods; serious transportation 
breaks; accidents in public carriers and 
private vehicles. Losses of stored food- 
stuffs by fire; a possible drop in food 
prices. Secret manipulations of food com- 
modities and prices will come to light; 
farmers are likely to complain that they 
are not getting a just return for their 
produce. 

Examining next the ingress chart of 
December 22nd, we note that here the 
Moon adds her power to the Libra stel- 
treason 
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lium, and her emotional contribution dis- 
turbs the sound judgment of the Nation. 
Treaties with ‘foreign countries fail to 
achieve their purpose; international af- 
fairs become badly bogged down. During 
the next three months (from December 
to March 21, 1952—the Vernal Equinox) 
we shall be likely to get some of the 
repercussions it was inevitable would fol- 
low the signing of the Japanese Peace 
Treaty. It appears Japan. attempts to 
seek more freedom for the distribution 
of her exports, and to make issues with 
this Country over apparently trifling af- 
fairs. The period of the next three months 
is one of over-all international tensions 
and a world-wide lack of desire to co- 
operate— under the group of planets 
squaring Uranus and Jupiter. Neptune 
on the cusp of the 8th house, in the 
ingress chart, further confirms the augury 
of many transportation disasters caused 
by winter weather—especially affecting 
air travel. Death will gather still more 
of our prominent people to “that bourne 
from which no traveler returns.” 

It appears that the crusade already in 
process of organization by women against 
income tax deductions may have gained 
momentum ; and women, it also appears, 
will play a greater part in the coming 
national elections than is now expected. 
(This is written October 22nd.) From 
the planetary positions, by the time the 
campaign get into full swing, women 
could very well outnumber the men. After 
all, many of them are the mothers, the 
wives-and-mothers of fatherless (tem- 
porarily or otherwise) children, sisters, 
and sweethearts of the men in the serv- 
ices fighting this illy-nanted “Cold War.” 
Their homes, their homelife, their secur- 
ity, their futures, have already suffered 
staggering alterations, and they are deeply 
concerned about the capabilities of the 
male “housekeepers,” the male “house- 
keeping,” of this stupendous operation. 
And they don’t like what, they “see by 
the papers.” 

As previously mentioned, this grouping 
of planets plays around the ascendant of 
the President’s natal chart for the next 
three months, and he may not be as well 
as his personal physician would like to 
have him be for the rigorous demands 
made upon him physically. The growing 
unrest of the people cannot be but dis- 
turbing to him. The women of the nation, 
as already pointed, out, have entered the 


campaigns in deadly earnest. And women, 
with their “unpolitical” thinking, can be 
as troublesome as a child with its not-to- 
be-put-off questions about the whys and 
wherefores of this and that, that—to 
men—are considered only “political ex- 
pediencies.” Women will seek to get 
straight answers ; they will likely get only 
the old circumlocutions as usual, but 
what is not going to be “as usual” is that 
they aren’t going to be so easily satisfied 
by the old ruses this time. It’s all there 
in the stars. If we are approaching a 
“petticoat period” in government, “The 
Men,” (God help them) with their war- 
mongering and -making, must take the 
credit. 

The concentration of planets in Libra 
—the sign of balance—is the epitome of 
“imbalance” this month. The dipping 
scales in her hands will tempt Justice to 
peek from under her bandage, and the 
irregularities she thereby discovers will 
shake her sure morale .. and further 
disturb the country’s. Attempts, of course, 
are always made to avoid disclosures, and 
that always whets the appetites of news- 
men. The nation may yet again be treated 
to many more columns of newsprint, 
recounting the misdeeds of individuals 
honored by high position. This sorry 
state of affairs gains many votes for 
women candidates. Some woman—already 
prominent in ager life—may be encour- 
aged to run for office, and if she does, 
her election is almost a fait accompli. 

The holiday season—according to the 
stars—will team with news that keeps the 
nation rocking, but, I’m afraid, not of 
good augury. If the Korean truce talks 
have not produced an armistice by the 
time this gets to print, I am also afraid 
our casualties out there may be very 
heavy. 

THE JANUARY LUNATION, 
U.S.A., 1952 

Getting now to the auguries of the 
lunation itself, which occurs at 6:35 
a.m., December 28, 1951, at Washington, 
D.C., the Libra planets are placed in the 
9th and 10th houses of the chart. The 
Sun-Moon conjunction is in Capricorn, 
in the first house. This symbolizes a pic- 
ture of mounting national indignation 
over the scandals in high places—already 
indicated in the two previously mentioned 
charts. The West Coast may get the rain 
it has waited for through the past seven 
long years. The: legislatures of the West 
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Coast states—especially their lower bodies » 
—appear to undergo considerable change 
as a result of the fall elections. 

The Pluto ray—in “opportunity com- 
plex” to Neptune—has been the sustain- 
ing aspect keeping the stock market up. 
But how it can continue to remain thus, 
with this group on Saturn, squared, or in 
“obstacle complex” to Uranus, is a thing 
no astrologer understands. The exact 
square of the Sun-Moon to Jupiter indi- 
cates changes in policies, in loyalties, in 
religious groups, pertending heavy loss of 
life in travel, due to storms and bad 
weather. Neptune brings confusion, and 
results in mistaken judgment on the part 
of pilots, engineers, bus drivers, or drivers 
of private automobiles. 

It would appear that we are to be 
further disturbed by some overt act of 
Russia’s. More displaced persons are per- 
mitted to enter this country, although we 
are still hard-pressed to find homes for 
the many already within our borders. 
New legislation regarding immigration ap- 
pears to be likely. 

“Name” people will apply for divorces ; 
“names” in the movies and in the enter- 
tainment world will become involved in 
scandals. During the holidays, there very 
likely will be a concentration of promi- 
nent entertainers in New York, Washing- 
ton and Chicago. Night life in those places 
will be tense and exciting, but from the 
“high jinx” and caperings will come 
source material for many a column of 
juicy gossip, embroiling not only ac- 
tresses, entertainers, etc., but officialdom 
as well. 

The activities of foreign fifth colum- 
nists, persisting through previous luna- 
tions, continues to threaten the country’s 
morale. “There is no greater sign of a 
general decay of virtue in a nation than 
a want of zeal in its inhabitants for the 
good of their country.” Resentment is 
increasing in this country against the open 
threats to our fundamental guarantees. 
These planetary groupings all too surely 
bear mute witness to the dangers we face 
from a “general decay of virtue.” 

“A thousand years scarce serve to form 

a state; 

An hour may lay it in the dust!’* 

It is a shameful commentary on our 

national interest in the affairs of our

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government that only a minority of the 
registered voters turn out on election day. 
Something like only 15 per cent of our 
popujation goes to the polls, I was quite 
surprised, listening to a broadcast from 
London recently, to hear that in England 
—under a so-called monarchial form of 
government — the percentage of voters 
there who exercised their constitutional 
prerogatives averaged 84 percent, and 
that for the election of October 25th, 
they expected the percentage to go at 
least to 90. 


The World Beyond our Borders 
CANADA 


Canada appears to be faced with some 
situations similar to those which perplex 
us now: financing and taxes; exports; 
treaties. These things occupy the atten- 
tion of her parliament. Commercially, 
Canada is excit@&l by the discoveries and 
development of new vil fields, mining, 
new construction, etc. They may shortly 
enter into some sort of collaboration with 
this country regarding stock promotions. 
The matter appears to be already under 
consideration. 


ENGLAND 


The ingress and lunation charts for 
London reveal the outworkings of changes 
brought about in Britain by the fall elec- 
tions. As I write (October 22nd) the 
elections are still three days off, but if 
I read these patterns aright, the Con 
servatives will have taken over.* These 
aspects could also portend the retirement 
of King George—for reasons of health— 
and the elevation of Elizabeth to the 
throne. Jupiter is exactly conjunct the 
lunation ascendant: “Pomp and Circum- 
stance ;” religious ceremonies seem to key- 
note the month. Uranus in the 4th in- 
dicates that the new order may be al- 
ready at work: new policies in relation to 
the world outside. The lunation occurs 
in the 10th house, in orb of the midheaven 
degree, which adds further testimony of 
change in governmental policies, as also 
augured by the 4th house aspects. 

% October 27, 1951: The foregoing interpretations, es- 
pecially with reference to the outcome of the British 
elections, were made early in October when | first 
started work on the January lunations. However, I 
must confess to the human frailty of doubt, and pre- 
ferred to “wait and see” before mailing my script to 


the editor. Quite naturally I am gratified that the 
aspects were read correctly.—E.L.S. 
treason. 
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Fuel for domestic heating appears in 
short supply during the very cold weather ; 
it could also be a period of widespread 
ill-health among the people of the coun- 
try. Changes in regard to England’s im- 
port and export policies generally appear 
to be likely—with the possibility of more 
trade with South American countries. 


GERMANY 


Latest statistical reports coming out of 
Germany are to the effect that her in- 
dustrial production is considerably ahead 
of its war-time peak under Adolph Hitler. 
There is a deep desire on the part of the 
population for self-government, bringing 
restlessness to all classes. During this 
lunation, border skirmishes may occur 
along occupied boundary lines. With 
Libra planets falling in the house of 
service, which of course _ includes 
“soldiering,” some hilarity may lead to 
fisticuffs, and a minor “uprising.” Ger- 


many could supply England with needed: 


coal, if trade agreements could be reached. 
She also seems to have a goodly supply 
of priority metals, since she is not per- 
mitted to manufacture munitions for 
herself. 

MOSCOW 


Many charts must be studied when 
reading the month’s activities for Russia. 
Taking only the lunation chart at this 
time, the Libra planets are placed in the 
house of service, which indicates war 
maneuvers, regiments, armored divisions 
—squaring Uranus in the 2nd, her finan- 
cial house. It is not unlikely that Russia 
may place armed forces on the borders 
of neighboring nations, But I doubt if 
Russia wants “‘all-out” war right now. She 
is still “purging” her population of those 
she can’t use, transporting others to 
Siberia. It now appears that she intends 
to curtail the education of young people, 
and deny help to the old to keep her 
people in ignorance and make them more 
subservient to “the State.” This is read 
from the position of Saturn, ill-placed 
for the welfare of young and old. If 
Stalin has a Capricorn Sun or ascendant, 
the Libra planets are forming squares 
to it (Libra rules part of China) and we 
may see Russia break with the Com- 
munist Chinese. She will not continue to 
pour money and material into the Korean 
campaign unless she sees advantage to 
herself. And if this break comes, look 
also for a break between Stalin and Mao 


Tse-tung. We think Stalin’ health will 
*be none too good at this time. 


CHINA 

The Capricorn lunation falls on Mao 
Tse-tung’s Sun and progressed Mars. 
This finds the man in an aggressive, angry 
mood. His battle losses have been so 
great, and the proddings from Moscow 
so vicious that he cannot continue to 
fight much longer unless he gets help 
from somewhere. To complicate matters, 
his health is not good. The Libra planets 
this month are on his Saturn, symboliz- 
ing the Russian pressures. He is defi- 
nitely unhappy over the defections of his 
former ally. Looking into the year ahead, 
Mars will remain in Scorpio most of the 
first eight months of 1952, transiting 
his Uranus and Venus, and opposing his 
Jupiter: trouble for Mao any -way he 
looks. Lack of money, division in his 
ranks, desertions to the Nationalists, un- 
derground resistance from the Hung 
Society, these things are all indicated. 

Pluto, in the fifth house of the luna- 
tion figure for Peiping, indicates the evo- 
lution of new and better groups out of 
the old order. The population is rebellious 
over the staggering loss of life in mili- 
tary operations. The Libra group in the 
third house: all types of transportation 
will be impeded. If a truce has not been 
concluded during November and Decem- 
ber (this is written 10/22/51), this as- 
pect could be read as bombings, indicating 
the destruction of industrial buildings, 
bridges, blocking of waterways, and as a 
demoralized population. Storms and much 
rain will hinder the movement of food, 
troops, equipment. A winter of genuine 
misery is ahead for the people of China. 
With the lunation in the 5th, Mao may 
try to obtain a loan somewhere in the 
international money marts. 


JAPAN 


Conjunction of Sun-Moon falls in the 
5th house of the Japanese lunation chart. 
This indicates a need for cash to further 
her commerce. The Libra planets, in the 
2nd, indicates she has large stocks of 
pottery, porcelain, china, gift wares, etc., 
ready for export. Since so much of her 
products undersell American-made goods, 
she is not getting too much encourage- 
ment from us. If she were left to exer- 
cise her own resourcefulness, she could 
rapidly rebuild her foreign commerce 
without subsidies from this country, But 
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it is feared she would trade with Com- 
munist China and with Russia. The Peace 
Treaty imposed certain limitations on her, 
and therefore subsidizing is necessary. In 
this regard, I quote a news item con- 
taining parts of a speech made in Boston 
during October by Vergil D. Reed, vice 
president of the J. Walter Thompson 
advertising agency. He is quoted as hav- 
ing said: “The alternative to these sub- 
sidies is for the U.S. to cut, exports— 
and thereby reduce other people’s stand- 
ards of life—or to cut tariffs, encourage 
imports and American tourist expendi- 
tures overseas, and balance the nation’s 
exports with imports. Haus it become 
easier for us Americans to give away our 
natural resources, our manufactures, our 
services, Our capital, our taxes and our 
purchasing power than to think? Wouldn't 
we help other nations raise their stand- 
ards of living far more by really 
trading with them rather than playing 
rich uncle to a resentful world? Just how 
long can we go on being export crazy 
and import blind?” 

During January, Japan may suffer 
heavy rains and earthquakes: Venus con- 
junct the 4th house cusp indicates too 
much moisture. Part of her coast could 
be severely lashed by heavy seas. 

She will be electing a new cabinet, or 
parliament. Some unusual situations may 
develop at this time. She has a difficult 
time in selecting candidates agreeable to 
the people, men who can be depended 
upon to be in harmony with the progres- 
sive changes in the democratic form of 
government resulting from the war. 

INDIA 

The same series of charts that have 
been used for other nations, set up, of 
course, for India, indicate the changes 
ahead for this nation, too. Saturn, Mars, 
Neptune, in the 4th, symbolizes the party 
out of power. Jupiter is on the mid- 
heaven, the only planet above the horizon 
for the lunation. The Sun-Moon is in 
the house of treaties and pacts, and is 
squared by gupiter, and we are not sure 
but that India changes her regime some- 
time during the winter months. The New 
Delhi chart of September 2, 1946, also 
has four planets in Libra ( Venus, Jupiter, 
Mars and Neptune), in the house of 
parliament. The lunation malefics, in 
Libra, touch off the 1946 planets, and it 





may be that throughout the coming 
months we shall hear of radical govern- 
mental changes. The chart for the In- 
dian republic has Mars and Neptune in 
Libra, which would seem to confirm the 
birth of a new order in India sometime 
during the coming three months, Prime 
Minister Nehru has Mars, Uranus and 
Venus in Libra, in his natal chart. They 
fall in the fourth house, and it could be 
read as indicating that he may be re- 
lieved of official duties, but entirely of 
his own volition. Saturn is in his 10th 
house at birth, indicating that he would 
retire from -public life before he passes 
on. 
TEHERAN 

_ The whole of the Near East appears 
to be seething with unrest during this 
January lunation. Populations are dis- 
satisfied with the status quo in their coun- 
tries. The cardinal squares are not going 
to leave this part of the world unscathed. 
The domestic economy of Iran, finan- 
cially, is in a very bad way. Young 
people are rebellious against their lead- 
ers; against the foreign nation that has 
exploited their country, leaving the pres- 
ent unemployment. The lunation falls in 
Iran’s 8th house for January. The present 
regime could be overthrown, and new 
leadership emerge from the youth of the 
nation. They are confidently hoping that 
the U.S. will make some arrangement 
for the re-opening of the oil properties. 
Pluto, on the 4th house cusp: a trans- 
formation is definitely taking place in 
all the countries of this part of the world. 
With Mercury in the 7th, it appears they 
seek outside to meet and quell the up- 
risings caused by the lack of food and 
necessities. They also seek the aid and 
desire to cooperate with this Nation, ac- 
cording to the present planetary position. 

TURKEY 

The Libra planets, in the January lun- 
ation chart for Turkey, fall in the 6th 
house of her chart, indicating an em- 
phasis on service . . . and the army. They 
have had a head start over their neigh- 
bor nations in Westernization, and have 
proven themselves to be workers, evi- 
dencing a sincere desire to be continu- 
ously progressive. With 0° of Taurus 
rising, earthquakes are indicated. There 
seems to be a mobilization of troops along 
her borders; a serious, epidemic may 
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sweep over the population during the 
month. Egypt does not wish to be party 
to any Russian collaboration, but is 
adamant about making any negotiations 
with the Western nations at this time. 
There may be some light skirmishes be- 
tween Turks and Egyptians; serious talks 
over the troubles, but coming to naught. 
Turkey has not forgotten the treatment 
received at the hands of the Russians in 
the past, and prefers to be on the side of 
NATO. And the Suez Canal now be- 
comes a vitally important issue with the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


MEXICO 


The lunation chart for Mexico this 
month is highly interesting to Americans, 
The angles are filled by the cardinal cross, 
with the first house and midheaven em- 
phasized. Definite changes in her govern- 
mental policies and procedures seem in- 
evitable, with some intrigue within the 
cabinet and local uprisings. Here, too, the 
population feels the increasing pressures 
from taxes, high prices, and insecurity. 
Many of the underprivileged live under 
the most primitive conditions, and there 
is much poverty. 

With Mercury in the “foreign” sign 
of Sagittarius, in the first house, Jupiter 
in the 4th: American tourists this winter 
have been good spenders—not only in 
Mexico City, but throughout the whole 
of the country, and, in turn have had de- 
lightful vacations for themselves. Prog- 
ress has made many of the leading towns 
and cities of Mexico quite as modern 
as anything to be found in the states. 
Moving picture companies continue to 
find Mexican backgrounds and stories ex- 
cellent film material. According to the 
lunation configuration, no doubt several 
companies are at -work there at this 
time.

A border black- 
market smuggling operation may come 
to light. Hoof and mouth disease, in 
non-inspected cattle, smuggled across the 
line and turned in with American herds 
or at abattoirs, is a danger.

Con- 
tinued explorations lead to the discovery 
of more ruins of the older civilizations 
and treasures. With Mercury in Libra 
in Mexico’s Independence chart, deposits 
containing.rare metals and precious stones 


may come to light. Japan and Mexico 
appear to negotiate an amicable reciprocal 
trade treaty at this time. 

ARGENTINA 

According to information sent me by 
a correspondent in Argentina, birth data 
previously used by me to set up a chart 
for Evita Peron was wrong; that a chart 
for the year 1908—based on information 
obtained from friends of her childhood 
in Junin Province—fitted the Senora’s 
life as it is known down there. If the 
year 1908 is correct, then Eva Peron is 
not under good aspects during this luna- 
tion. With Saturn in her natal 6th, con- 
junct the lunation Jupiter: loss of pres- 
tige—if she is in the spotlight—serious 
health problem, if she is not. Aspects to 
her sixth house would indicate the reports 
concerning her health to have been cor-

Ruth, the mother, is a Piscean with 
the emphasis of planets in the Water 
Triplicity, including Pluto and the North 
Node, indicating a supersensitiveness that 
is difficult to understand. She is inclined 
to have impressions that she cannot ana- 
lyze. She is not sure who is to blame, but 
more apt to accuse other people for her 
unhappiness rather than herself and her 
own faults.

The City Garden 
With the high cost of food, we find 
that many people who live in the cities 
are thinking about gardening. To have a 
good garden there are a few things you 
should know, especially if you have never 
had a garden spot. I will try to tell you 


how to avoid the bad spots for your first 
garden. ° 

Vegetables or flowers won’t grow well 
on soil too poor to make a good growth 
of weeds or grass. This soil may be made 
up of rubble or unweathered subsoil 
contaminated with coal ashes, coal, chem- 
icals, gravel, sand, sawdust or oil-product 
wastes. Unproductive soil is also found 
in marshy or poorly drained places, or 
too near a stream where it may be flooded 
by overflow, or where it may receive too 
much storm damage, or surface water 
from above. 

Keep away from tall trees that shade 
the garden spot for long periods. 

For our southern farmers, it won’t be 
long before spraying time for the fruit 
trees, especially the dormant sprays. Be 
sure to have the chemicals on hand and 
the spray rigs ready for the job. Most 
all states have their State Agricultural 
Experiment Stations, agricultural exten- 
sion services, agricultural colleges and 
county agents, from whom you can get 
information on all farm problems. Pam- 
phlets are published by the U. S. Govern- 
ment printing office on all farm tasks. 
So if you need information it is ready 
for you and before planting season has 
arrived now is the time to seek it. 


Laying Shingles, Painting, and Setting 
Fence Posts: Shingles last longer, paint 
weathers better, and fence posts remain 
more firmly in the ground if you do these 
jobs on Jan. 13th, 20th and 21st. 

Seeding for Hay, Grain and Cereals:
